The 
newspaper office telephones were kept busy 
answering inquiries from citizens awakened 
from their sleep. There is no report of any 
damage to buildings. In fact, pereons on the 
streets at the time, with few exceptions, felt 
the shock and treated the report as a joke. 

Vincennes, Ind., Sept. 26,—[Special.]—An 
earthquake shock was felt here at 11 o’clock 
tonight and people in hotels and saloons 
rushed into the street much alarmed, and 
many people were aroused from their slum- 
bers.

LASTED TWO MINUTES AT Sr. LOUIS. 


People Wakened trom Sleep and Printers 
Thrown Into a Panic. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 26. —[Special.]—A de 
cided shock of earthquake was feit in St. 
Louis at 10:50 tonight. It was particularly 
noticeable in the central portion of the city 
and in the North and West Ends. On West 
Pine street it was noticed that the shock 
lasted two minutes. Ita greatest force 
was reached during the first minute, after 
which it became less and less noticeable until 
it died out. It is said that the shock felt here 
was similar to that experienced on the night 
ot the Charleston disaster. It seemed to move 
from south to north. 

It was not long after the shock before in- 
quiries and reports concerning the earthquake 
began flowing into the newspaper offices. It 
seems that the shock was general and that 
the vibrations were slow, but noticeable and 
distinct. People were awakened from sleep, 
particularly in the West End, and rushed 


to the streets in their night clothes.

bly the most singular experience was that of

was shaken off his stool while sitting at the 
switchboard. Considerable crockery and 
glassware were demolished and it is reported 
that some wooden stables on the outskirts of 
the town were toppled over, but it is not 
known whether the report is authentic. 
Buildings facing the north and south were 
visibly affected by the shock. Watchmen in 
several high buildings say they becaine 
alarmed and made all haste to reach the 
ground. At one newspaper office the com- 
positors, who were on the fifth floor, left their 
cases and rushed panic-stricken down the 
stairways into the streets. Throughout the 
whole city the police report that the people 
rushed from their homes in great alarm. No 
serious damage has been reported as yet. 


RANG THE CITY-HALL BELL, 


Pitchers Overturned in Louisville Hotels 
and Type Pied in Printing Offices. 


Lovisvitige, Ky., Sept. 26.—([Special.]— 
Louisville had a good shaking tonight. A se- 
vere earthquake shock was felt at 10:53 to- 
night, and, although no serious damage was 
done, it caused considerable excitement all 
over the city. The bell in the city-hall tower 
was rung by the vibrations of the building 
and the watchman in the tower thought his 
last hour had come. At the Galt House and 
other hotels the bells were rung, water- 
pitchers were overturned in the upper stories, 
and guests came hurrying down-stairs in a 
panic, it requiring much persuasion to induce 
the more timid to return to their quarters. 
Several drug stores suffered a slight loss from 
broken bottles and prematurely mixed drugs. 
In the residence part of the city the shock 
caused much alarm, the people rushing into 
the street, and when the shock subsided 
formed long ranks of excited groups anxious- 
ly discussing the probabilities of a recurrence 
of the quake. The newspaper offices all received 
a shaking up, and in the Courier-Journal build- 
ing chairs were overturned and type pied. 
No casualties occurred anywhere in the city 
and no damage of consequence was suffered 
by buildings. The vibrations were from east 
to west and lasted only a few seconds. All 
points within telephone reach of Louisville 
felt the shock, but report no loss of life or 
damage to buildings. 

The motion seemed to be from south to 
north. There was a vibration lasting a little 

more than a second followed by another one, 

making the total time about two seconds. 

The city-hali clock struck once at 10:53, but 

Signal Officer Burke says the time was 10:57.

FLYING THE BLACK FLAG. 


JAY GOULD DROPS PRETENSES AND 
FORMALLY TURNS PIRATE, 


He Will Pass the Dividend on Missouri Pa- 
cific Regardless of the Opinion of the 
Street ”’—The Scheme for Carrying for 
Three Years the Big Debt of the Union 
Pacific Carried to a Successful Issue 
Despite the Wizard's Opposition—Pier- 
pont Morgan’s Stand. 

New Ton, Sept. 26. — [Special.] — Jay 

Gould’s Missouri Pacific was today still 

further alienated. from the general list of 

stocks. He was quoted this morning as say- 
ing: “You may assume that the dividend 
will not be declared or paid this quarter. It 

the returns for this year should show that a 

mistake has been made we can easily remedy 

it. 
However, the stock sold a point higher at 

68, and then was dropped like a plummet to 

62%. The largest seller was Mr. Hollister, 

who disposed of some 6,000 shares. Com- 

mission houses who have any of the 
stuff are inducing their customers to get rid 
of it and several banking-houses declared they 
would hereafter reject any of it that may be 
offered to them as collateral. Possibly Gould 
sold a jag of it ten points higher and is 
now buying it. Ifso he will be likely to 
carry the stuff himself for a long time. 

As a rule the street has a short memory, and 
he may cynically remark that one of these 
days it will only be necessary to make the 
stock active and mark it up to start a new 
speculation in it. # Ordinarily this view 
would be correct, but the present 
temper of investors and traders 
alike toward Gould is something absolutely 
unprecedented in the history of Wall street. 

He has played many scoundrelly tricks in past 

years, but none that ever elicited such scath- 

ing personal comment, such intense bit- 
terness as his lastest. This is reflect- 
ed upon everybody in any way connected 
with him. One may always induce a little 
gambling in a stock, but Missouri Pacific will 
be avoided for a long time by traders, com- 
mission houses will not buy it for customers, 
and as for investors they have bid it a long 
farewell. 

The fact that Gould has been “licked out 
of his boots does not seem to modify this 


teeling. He has come into line on the Union 
Pacific question, and is ostensibly in 
faver of the plan—which now seems 


assured of success—for extending the 
debt, although many people believed he has 
not yet covered a big short interest supposed 
to have been put out while he hoped the road 


would go into the hands of a receiver. When 
this “mop” broke half a dozen 
points today the rest of the market 


was no more effected than it would have been 
by a drop in Connecticut pie-bakeries’ consols, 
if the little man still entertained the notion 
that his properties were in touch with the mar- 
ket or could affect it he must now be aware of 
his error.

Ever since the activity at the Stock Exchange 
began it has been reported that Mr. Gould was 
not satisfied with the direction affairs were tak- 
ing. Whether or not he was actually short of 
stocks, whether or not he failed to get in on the 
“ ground floor,” and therefore wanted to fill up 
his box and participate in the rise, was all matter 
of surmise. The only fact any one was sure 
of was that he did not share in the delight over 
the good time the street was having. Thursday 
the country was treated with a sample 
of his power and of his methods, 
and it found that the latter had 
not changed in the least. but that the former had 
evidently been short of half of its influence. Of 
course there was a tumble in quotations, for it 
was easy enough to knock down the prices of 
Missouri Pacifle, Union Pacific, and Western 
Union Telegraph, etc., which are tarred with the 
same stick. 

So, too, some of the securities of other compa- 
nies naturally enough and for a time felt 
the influence of the perturbed market, and 
weak holders were shaken ont as a rule. 
When the attacks fell upon properties which 
are believed to be honestly managed they 
yielded but slightly. The important circum- 
stance worth noting which this affair has devel- 
oped, for all such episodes have a moral, though 
investors do not always heed it, is contained in 
the statement offered as an excuse for hesitating 
to pay the Missouri Pacific dividend.

Still another suggestion—and this 
is worth millions to the public if it would only 
rogard it—is never to purchase the securities of 
properties that are not in the control of 
those who have a character to lose, Any stock or 
bond may decline, for any railroad may have to 
pass through trials which could not be foreseen, 
but where the management is sound it is a very 
rare occurrence that the investor who holds on 
will not more than recoup all his apparent losses.

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E PATTISON’S GREAT COUP. 


THE GOVERNOR ATTEMPTING TO SAVE 
PENNSYLVANIA TO HIS PARTY. 


The Democratic Executive Calls the Re- 
publican Senate Together in Extraordi- 
nary Session to Impeach State- Treasurer 
Boyer and Anditor-General McCamant 
for Complicity. in the Bardsley Scandal 
— The Action Generally Estimated as a 
Campaign Maneuver. 

Harrispurea, Pa., Sept. 26.—[ Special. ]—Po- 
litical circles were amazed tonight to learn that 

Gov. Pattison had issued a call for the Senate to 

convene in extra session in this city on Oct. 13. 

The Governor thinks that the grave charges 

against Auditor-General McCainant and State 

Treasurer Boyer in connection with the Bards- 

ley stealings in Philadelphia shouid be acted 

upon by the Senate with a view to their re- 
moval from office if guilty. The law notes 
that if the Senate shall find cause for 
the removal of any official its recom- 
mendation to that effect to the Gov- 
ernor gives him the power to so remove. The 
throwing of the onus of removal on, the Re- 
publican Senate is regarded as purely polit- 
ical on Pattison’s part. It is a fact that the 
Democratic State administration expected to 


through the letters he wrote to Bardsley, sup- 
posing that Bardsiey would be a willing wit- 
ness. The convicted man, hos ever, utterly 
refused to say anything that would give the 
State a hold on McCamant, and the District 
Attorney of Philadelphia was forced to 
abandon the case. The State admmistration. 
finding its campaigu ammunition thus ren- 
dered useless, has now undertaken to explode 
the dynamite in another way, and seeks to do 
it through a Republican Senate. 

If the Senate refuses to recommend the re- 
moval of these officials the administration 
thinks it will have all the capital necessary for 
carrying on the fall campaign. There is no 
denying the fact that Pattison and tne party 
are desperate, and will resort to any means to 
make political capital. this year in the hope of 
carrying the State for the Democracy, that 
Pattison’s chances for the Presidency next 
year may be bettered. . 

Will Refuse to Impeach, 

As a matter of fact it may be stated that the 
Republican Senate will refuse to recommend 
a removal on the ground that if the District- 
Attorney of Philadelphia could not find 
grounds for prosecution it certainly can find 
none for removing these men from office. 
There is considerable surprise expressed at 
this movement against the State Treasurer, 
for he has in no way been implicated. 
Auditor-General McCamant was seen to- 
night and said that he regarded the matter as 
a purely political move on the part of the 
Democracy to secure campaign thunder. 

The preamble of the Governor’s proclama- 
tion sets forth that grave charges have been 
made against the Auditor-General and State 
Treasurer, most seriously reflecting upon the 
discharge of their official duties; that it is 
proper diligent inquiry should be made to as- 
certain whether or not reasonable cause 
exists for their removal; that there is a con- 
viction m the public mind that they 


have been grossly mefficient and en- 
tirely wanting in due fidelity; that 
if the charges be established 


the Senate should take action looking to the 
removal of the officials. It is also set forth 
that much of the State money lost through 
Bardsley would be in the treasury if the 
Auditor-General and State Treasurer had per- 
formed their lut ies with fidelity, and, further, 
that Bardsley’s refusal to disclose any infor- 
mation whatever as to the conduct of these 
s bas compelled. the abandonment of 


time. Proper inquiry by the Senate, the 
Governor thinks, may develop evidence suf.- 
ficient to satisfy its members that reasonable 
causes exist for the removal of the Auditor- 
General and State Treasurer. This evening 
the Governor also addressed a communication 
to Senator Smith, Chairman of the committee 
appointed to investigate the offices of the 
Auditor-General and State Treasurer, asking 
that he permit the Attorney-General to be 
present and participate in the further investi- 
gations of his committee. 


WANTS TO REACH LIVSEY, 


How Gov. Pattison’s Action Is Viewed in 
Philadelphia, 

Puariapetpuid, Pa., Sept. 26.—[Special. |— 

A sensation has been caused in this State by a 
proclamation issued by Gov. Pattison tonight 
calling the State Senate together in extraor- 
dinary session to impeach State Treasurer 
Henry K. Boyer and Auditor-General Thomas 
McCamant. Incidentally this is intended to 
reach William Livsey, the cashier of the 
Treasury, who was one of the principal go- 
betweens in the transactions between these 
officers and ex-City Treasurer Bardsley of 
Philadelphia. Boyer and McCamant could 
not be reached by criminal or civil process 
because Bardsley refused to testify against 
them when brought from his. prison cell, 
hence this action. It would not be surprising 
if McCamant should commit suicide, as he 
has threatened to make way with himself if 
pushed to the wall. Livsey, it is said, has left 
the country and Boyer cannot be found. 
State Treasurer Boyer was found at Atlantic 
City tonight. He had not heard of the call 
and was greatly frightened. The action of 
the Governor was not wholly unexpected, and 
while some persons may attribute political 
motives to his action the stubborn fact re- 
mains that the people, irrespective of politics, 
back him up in the movemert. The Legis- 
lature is Republican, but not by a two-thirds 
vote. The latter vote is requi to find an 
impeachment. McCamant’s term will expire 
in January and Boyer’s next May. 


LIVSET NOT IN MILWAUKEE, 


The Missing Cashier's Mail Was Forwarded 
from the Cream City to Canada, 
Mitwavxasr, Wis., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—A 
systematic and thorough effort to find ex- 
State Treasurer Livsey of Pennsylvania in 
this city has failed utterly, and there is the 
best of authority for the statement that he has 
never been in Milwaukee; that all of the let- 
ters addressed to him here have been torward- 
ed to an address in Canada, where he has been 
for some time, presumably since he left Har- 
risburg and resigned his place as cashier in 
the Treasury Department there. 
It has been discovered also that he has been 
in the same neighborhood in Canada where 
State Treasurer Boyer was spending his vaca- 
tion. Livsey has never been seen by any one 
in this city, and all inquiries at the house 
where his mail has been sent have been an- 
swered by proxy. Some days ago an effort 
was made to locate Livsey or to find out 
whether he had really been stopping here, and 
the result was that those who seem to be 
posted directed those who were supposed to 
be anxious to see him on pressing business of 
special interest to himself to a Canadian post- 
office. 
A Pennsylvania official, who is said to have 
been investigating the story of Livsey’s resi- 
dence here, is quoted as saying that there is 
reason to believe that Livsey and State Treas- 
urer Boyer recently met in Canada and had a 
conference there. At any rate, it may be con- 
fidently aseerted that when the State Treasur- 
er was on his fishing trip in Canadian waters 
Livsey was not here but in Canada, and not 
far enough from Boyer to make a meeting at 
all difficult.

Last night a sociable,. dance, 
and supper were given in the public hall by par- 
ties from Central Vvillage and Moosup, Maj.

being sick, and in a short time

N r — — — ——— ZED TO U8, 
The Ex-Attorney-General of the Islands 
Voices the Sentiment of the People. 

San Francrsoo, Cal., Sept. 26.—Ex-Attorney- 
General Thurston of Hawaii, speaking of 
projects for the aunexation of the islands to 
this country, today said: There is a deep 
underlying sentiment in Hawaii in favor of 
annexation to the United States. Even the 
native Hawaiian paper, Ka-Seo, is pronounced 
in its favor. This is the first time the 
Hawaiians have been in favor of it. It would 
be going too far to say that the sentiment as 
a whole is in favor of annexation, but there is 
a very strong undercurrent, and it is growing, 
It is believed there that so far as the sugar 
business is concerned annexation would bri 
the islands under the benefit of the 
bounty law. Our sugar interests have been 
so demoralized by the McKinley law, involv- 
ing as it also does our labor problem, that 
there is a feeling that something must be 
done. It is not thought that the annexation 
of the islands would be in any way an infringe- 
rnent of the Monroe doctrine. Hawaii is di- 
rectly in the path from San Francisco to the 
Occident, and a straight line drawn from the 
end of the proposed Nicaragua Canal to Hong- 
kong strikes the islands square in the center. 
I see by the papers I have received and have 
learned from correspondence from the islands, 
together with conversations with persons just 
arrived from there, that sentiment for annex- 
ation is growing and there seems to be a defi- 
nite opinion that it is certain to come. The 
statement that Queen Liliuokalani is favoring 
the English in any way is aa error.“

Corkery. On the first ballot Gelder received

FLAMES TRAVELED LIKE A RACEHORSE. 


Minnesota Forests Burned in a Twinkling— 
Awfal Waste in North Dakota. 

Maca, Minn., Sept. 26.—[{ Special. ]—Fires 
are still raging m the forests of Mille Lacs 
County, though it began raining this evening. 
The scene here for several days has been one 
of awful grandeur. The flames started up in 
broad sheets from the grass and underbrush, 
and then, breaking into a fiery foam, en- 
veloped the trees, climbing up to their top- 
most branches and reaching out with long 
tongues skyward until the forest monarchs 
became transformed into fiery pillars, sur- 
mounted with waving plumes of flame.. The 
flames would sometimes leap forward 200 feet 
as they enveloped the trees, their progress 
onward being equal to the speed of a race 
horse. At this place the people are now rest- 
ing easily, although they had a severe fight to 
save the southern portion of the town. At 
Oak Park, nine miles west, and Princeton, 
sixteen miles south, the people were obliged 
to turn out en masse to fight away the fires. 
In both instances they were successful. 

Dawson, N. D., Sept. 26.—[Special. |—To- 
day’s report from Emmons County, N. D., 
says nearly half the county is a blackened 
waste. Half a dozen ee are known to have 
been burned to death. hole herds of cattie, 
hemmed in by the flames, were burned to 
death. The prairies are strewn with car- 
casses, and the loss to property and live 
stock will foot up a total of $500,000, Hun- 
dreds of families are homeless and nniless, 
and in many instances they had to flee from 
their abodes with only the clothes on their 
bavks. Reports from the west side of the 
Missouri are of an equal discouraging nature. 
The Sioux Indians, careless and ignorant, did 
not plow fire breaks, and the flames once 
started ate their way over miles of wheat 
fields, ruining the crops, and in places abso- 
lutely baking the potatoes in the groun 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept. 26.—(Special,]—J. 
C. Brennan, General Roadmaster of the 
Great Northern, returned to St. Paul today 
from the North, where he has been fighting 
fire. Mr. Brennan said: I never experienced 
anything so terrible; it appeared that the 
whole country was on fire. We had a water 
train, and at one time I thought we would 
have to take to the train and abandon the 
work. Hinckley would have been wiped opt 
had not the citizens cut the timber, plowed, 
and back fired. The fire extended all through 
the timber country and destroyed, in addition 
to standing timber, thousands of logs, hun- 
dreds of tons of hay, and a number of log- 
ging camps. We had a large force of men at 
work, but the fire pressed us so hard that the 
railroad lost more than twenty miles of 


fences.” 
Hivcxigy, Minn., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
w are full of burning trees and 
stumps, and if the wind should blow as it has 
during the = days it will fan the 
whole forest intoa blaze again. There has 
never before been a fire of the magnitude of 
this one in this region.

Thomas Bayley Potter Says No British Gold 
Is Being Sent to Ohio for Use Against 
MecKinley—English Views on the Condi- 
tion of the American Laborer, Reci- 
procity, and Varioas Other Things—The 
Protective Policy of the Republicans, | 


[sPROTAL CABLE.) 

Cobden club has raised a secret fund of a 
million dollars to be used in bribing Ohio 
voters and securing the defeat of McKinley has 
just be cabled over to England from 
America. It seems incredible to English- 
men that men can be found to listen to such 
an accusation. A correspondent went in 
search of the head of the Cobden club and 
found him at his home near Midhurst, Sussex 
County, Thomas Bayley Potter, M, P., a life- 
long friend of Richard Cobden, was elected in 
1865 to the seat in Parliament left vacant by 
the death of that statesman, and has occupied 
his place in the Commons up to the present 
moment. He organized the Cobden club in 
1866, and has remained at the head of it ever 
since. 

The drive from Midhurst to the lovely spot 
where Cobden dreamed and toiled lies through 
most charming scenery. There is not a hedge 
that does not breathe of fragrance, there is 
not a view that does not rest the eye. Here 
is the little church-yard where Cobden’s bones 
lie in honor among the people who knew and 
loved him from his earlierdays. Further on half 
way up the hillside stands a dull brown obe- 
lisk that was reared in memory of the Apostle 
of free trade by the poor men who thought 
enough of him to invest their hard-earned 
w in a monument. 

otter livesin a quaint old house where 
Cobden often wrote. correspondent 
found Potter by his fireside, with his books 
before him, astout, silver-haired patriarch. 
He was glad, he said, of an opportunity to 
crush the falsehoods so indust rio circulated 
in America, 

This charge against the Cobden club,“ he 
said, is utterly false. It is simpl made to 
gammon voters into supporting McKinley at 
the polis, but it is certain to do a great deal of 
harm in stirring up feelings of hatred against 
Great Britain under the supposition 
that there is a conspiracy to corrupt the 
— and betray them in the interests of the 

ritish manufacturers. have just heard 
that the charge that the Cobden club has a 
secret fund of $1,000,000 which it is 
using to bribe voters in Ohio is partly the 
work of Thomas H. Dudley. I am absolute- 
ly amazed at this, I knew Dudley when he 
was United States Consul at Liverpool. I 
had always supposed he was a warm friend 
and admirer of mine. I had many reasons 
for this belief. Dudley knows how 
strongly I advocated the cause of the 
Union and of the emancipation of the slaves 
during the darkest days of the American 
civil war. He is well aware that I stood up 
for America and for its institutions in England 
at a time when it cost a man something to do 
it; at a time when men were tabooed 
by the rich and powerful for sidi 
with the North in those days. I organiz 
a Union and emancipation society, which 
carried on a vigorous campaign for the pur- 
om of arousing a sentiment in favor of the 

nion, and which heiped materially to spread 
among the British masses the correct under- 
standing of the issues between the two great 
armies. 
Heart and Soul with the Union. 

% was heart and soul with the Union and 
did everything 1 could to strengthen 
the influence of Henry Ward Beecher 
when he was sent by President 
Lincoln to Great Britain to appeal for 
sympathy and aid in the name of justice, li- 
berty, and humanity. This society. of which 
I was President was not merely philanthropic 
—it was partly political as its name in- 
dicated. I spent out of my own pocket 
twenty orthirty thousand dollars in this work 
and I hardly think I ought to be called upon 
this late day to defend myself against the 
charge that 1 am an enemy of the American 

opie. When 1 went to the States in 1879 

was received with great honor and 
banqueted and entertained in a way quite 
royal. This was sim in recognition of the 
position which I took during the Civil War— 
that if the Union were to be smashed the 
cause of liberty throughout the world would 
be get back. Now ley, who, as I under- 
stand, claims to have investigated the 
charge against the Cobden club and to have 
found it true, is thoroughly informed about 
my sentiments toward America and my record 
on American questions. Ihave in the past 
assured him on my word of honor that the 
Cobden club had never spent one dollar 
of money in the United States for any pur- 
pose whatever. Apparently he does not be- 
lieve my ‘word or he would not be guilty of 
supporting such an infamous and absurd 
attack upon me and my associates. 

J want to say to the public, and I say it on 
my word of honor as a gentleman, that the 
members of the Cobden club would 
scorn any man who would connive at 
bribery in any form. We are members 
of tne Cobden club because we believe in 
the political and economic principles which 
Cobden represented. This club was or- 
ganized simply to preserve the results of 
the great free trade movement in which 
he was such @ conspicuous leader. 
We work simply through moral suasion. We 
spread facts among the people and argue upon 
these facts. Our aim is to win over so far as 
we Can, not the British public alone, but the 
whole world to believe in the 
truth that when free trade is universal 
one of the great sources of misery and — 
between nations will be removed. The Cobden 
club is in a large sense a philanthropic in- 
stitution. inspired by the highest motives, 
and we are trying to do what we think 
is best for the interests of mankind. 
The club has never paid a penny to anybody 
in America for the purpose of influencing 
elections or to secure legislation favorable to 
our ideas. I should think men would simply 
laugh at the statements being circulated 
just now on the other side of the Atlantic. 

An Emphatic Denial. 

“In th name of the members of the club 
and in my own name repeat on my sacred 
word of honor that the Cobden club has 
never in any way attempted to interfere in 
the affairs of the United States. We have 
neither spent money ourselves nor 
conhived, directly or indirectly, at the expen- 
diture of money by any one else in the United 
States for litical economy or any other 
purpose. * cannot make this denial 
too sweeping or too emphatic. it is 
quite true t up to 1879 I caused a 
saree number of leafiets ‘on the subject of free 
trade to be circulated in America. I had the 
strongest faith in the common sense 
of the Americans and believed they would be 
glad to receive from Great Britain 
some light upon the beneficial results which fol- 
lowed adoption of a free-trade policy here, 
We may have sent 200,000 of these leaflets in 
all, but that is the only effort we have ever 
made across the water. In 1879 I became 
satiéfied, indeed we were all convinced, that 
the circulation of these leaflets was causmg a 
feeling of great irritation and jealousy and the 
practice was discontinued. No printed mat- 
ter is now issued by the Cobden ciub to Amer- 
ica, unless in answer to a@written request. 

One of the things that persuaded us that 
it was unwise to discuss the question of free 
trade in America was the reception given to 
Augustus Mongredien’s ‘The Western Farmer 
of America.’ The book wassimply torn to pieces. 
Why should we attempt to bribe American 
voters?

not be pursued by any otner country. But it 
can compete against Great Britain now with 
free trade. 

Then you do not regard Biaine’s policy of 
* as a sound or successful one?’

But, Mr. Potter, under this power the 
United States has made atreaty with Brazil, 
under which certain articles manufactured in 
the United States are admitted into Brazil 
oa terms more favorable than those accord- 
ed Great Britain.

Under a free-trade policy we will 
be able not only to manufacture our own 
but to pay a tax upon them, and even then 
compete against a country that has no tax to 
pay. Are we not doing it at this moment in 
the United States? Surely that of itself ought 
to be strong evidence that the principles advo- 
cated by the Cobden club are sound. 


Effect of the McKinley Tariff. 


„ Has not the McKinley tariff already seri- 
ously damaged woolen, silk, and other textile 
industries of Great Britain, Mr. Potter? 

It has done some damage, but it merely 
means a diversion, If our trade is cut down 
in one direction it is opened up in another. 
When the American markets have been cl 
to us we can turn with confidence to other 
markets. The conditions which énable 
America to shut its doors to our exports will 
prevent it from successfully competing with 
us in foreign trades. The reciprocity policy, 
advocated and promoted by Mr. Blaine, will 
simply put off a day when America will 
awaken to a realization of the disastrous 
effect of high tariff. The American tariff, for 
instance, struck a crushing blow at the carpet 
trade of the works carried on by the son of 
John Bright in Rockdale, which is my parla- 
mentary district, but you may ge to Bright’s 
works today andiam confident you will 


. find him fully occupied on other manu- 


factures. The reason for this is simple 
enough. England is‘ free trade country. I 
remember that when I[ went to the 
Mediterranean as a boy, and I am 
now 74 ears old, found the 
American ag flying in every pa. 
American vessels were to be met with all the 
world over. But all that has been changed by 
the high tariff on ships and on the materials 
that goto make up ships. American ships 
have been driven from the waters.“ 

“Do you think, then, Mr. Potter, that Mr. 
Cleveland represents the most correct eco 
nomic policy which American people can 
pursue?’ 

“I certainly do, I should be glad to see 
him elected for the sake of America, and 1 
should be glad to see the ideas which he repre- 
sents prevail, The policy its high tariff ad vo- 
cates have been pursuing is simply economic 
insanity, and one of best proofs 
of the weakness of their position is the fact 
that they have to resort at a time like this to 
falsehoods like the statement that the Cobden 
club is using a secret fund of $1,000,000 in 
Ohio to defeat McKinley. 


Shearman’s Absurd Statement. 


„ have read Thomas G. Shearman's letter 
to the Times in which he says the McKinley 
tariff was adopted as an act of hostility to 
Great Britain, and I agree with the Manches- 
ter Guardian that such a statement is absurd. 
There is no doubt that many of the politicians 
stirred up hatred of England in order to se- 
cure support for their party under the suppo- 
sition that the tariff would injure British 
interests. No doubt many voters were 
actuated by this move, but it is ridiculous to 
say that the National Legislature of the United 
States had anything in its mind but the in- 
terest of the ple atlarge.

Jotier, III., Sept. 26.—[Special. Bishop 
Ninde adjusted his stee!-rimmed eyeglasses at 
9 o’clock this morning, and, after taking the 
President's chair, glanced over their tops at 
as tired a body of ministers, judging by their 
appearance, as he has presided over during 
his entire term of office. There has been 
a vast amount of work before the Rock River 
Conference of Methodists, involving a great 
deal of trying detail work. There have been 
committee meetings without number, exam- 
ination of canaidates for admission to the 
ministerial ranks, church trials, beside 
the anniversary and special meetings 
and the social duties of the attend- 
ing delegates. All this with the mercury 
crowding the lid on the thermumeter’s glass 
tube has worn the delegates out. The Bishop 
shows the effect of the strain and he has lost 
3 a little of that affableness so common tc 

im. 

There was not a breath of air this morning 
and the water- cart that has been making double 
daily trips along Richards street during the time 
the conference has been in session missed 
connection, and ministers and laymen kicked 
the dust into clouds along the sidewalk from 
the street-car track to the church door.

How He Hopes to Get Within the State 
Law Regarding Pool Selling. 

The pian of Bookmaker Joe Ullman for running 
a down-town race track was uncovered last night. 
It is a novelty and purports to get cleverly within 
the State law, which permits pool selling in an in- 
closed race track within twenty-four hours of the 
races run upon such track. Ullman has leased 
the large one-story building formerly used for an 
Adams Express company barn and stables, be 
tween Clinton and Canal streets,and known as 
Nos. 20, M. and 33. West Washington street. It is 
125x150 feet, and contains some fifty underground 
stables. 

A miniature race track is being equipped within 
the walls, and next Saturday the place will be 
opened to the public, An admission fee will be 
charged and races of all kinds will be contested 
upon the track. The plan is to bring running 
horses together and have express wagon and cab 
races as well as those for pedestrians and 
bicyclists. Purses will be offered for each race. 

Uliman is simply manager of the organiza uon 
formed to rate the track and known as the 
Eclipse Athletic and Racing Association. Alf 
Hayman of the Columbia Theater is President, 
| White Secretary, and Jim Brady Treasurer. 
The latter were associa with Ullman im his 
West Side aad Hawthorne forei ace book. 

BP non Uliman got a charter for the Reis Eclipse Associ- 
ion a year ago, when negotiations between him- 
elf gnd Ed Corrigan over the Hawthorne forei

It Will Be Builtin Nicaragua Under a Lib- 
eral Land Grant, 

“The Nicaragua Canal is a success. Work 
is being carried on steadily, and if Americau 
capital refuses to complete the enterprise it 
will be done by British capitalists, who are 
only too eager to gain control of this com- 
mercial Gibraltar,” said H. J. Strong at the 
Palmer House yesterday.

MELBOURNE’S RAIN TEST POSTPONED. 


He Will Cause Rain to Fallin Kansas Next 
Week—Has No Faith in Dyrenforth. 

Goopiayp, Kas., Sept. 26.-—-[Special,|— 
Frank Melbourne, the Australian rain wizard 
who had been advertised to produce rain with- 
in a radius of fifty miles of Goodland today, 
did not arrive until 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
He found that it had been raining steadily in 
the western half of Kansas for the last forty- 
eight hours, and, by agreement with the com- 
mittee of citizens who entered into negotia- 
tions with him,.the test was postponed until 
next week. A new contract was entered into 
today, by which Melbourne will be given 
three days in which to produce a rain extend- 
ing to a radius of fifty miles from this point. 
If he is successful he will receive $500. 

It is claimed here that in this altitude the 
conditions for a perfect rain test are better 
after a general rain, such as has fallen, than 
if there had been continued clear weather. A 
proposition will be submitted to Melbourne 
to give a series of experiments in this State. 
Martin Mohler, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, is here and 
will try to get him to give 
ram test in Topeka. An addition has 
been made to the Melbourne combination in 
the person of one F. H. Jones of Cheyenne, 
Wyo., a civil engineer, who induced the Aus- 
tralian to make his Wyoming experiment. 
Jones was interested in a town site which had 
been practically deserted because of the con- 
tinued drought, and he sees hiseverlasting fort- 
une in the successful experiment of the Aus- 
tralian. 

In an interview today Melbourne stated that 
he did not have much faith in the Dyrenforth 
methods. All I expect to do, he said, “ is 
to call public attention to my method in order 
to bring it before the United States Govern- 
ment. It should not be a private enterprise. 
I want to make a series of experiments where 
the government failed, and I want the condi- 
tions as unfavorable for rain as it ig possible 
for them to be.”

RAINMAKING AT CORPUS CHRISTI. 


The Government Experimenters Successful 
in Bombarding the Clouds. 

Corpus Canist1, Tex., Sept. 26.—[Special. ] 
—Today the rainmakers made their first ex- 
periment here and it was a complete success. 
Broken clouds had been floating overhead all the 
morning, and at 8 p. m. Mr, Ellis, Mr. Caston, 
and Mr. Fairchild entered a carriage and 
drove out of town, accompanied by Mr. C. L. 
Gunter, civil engineer of Duvall County, who 
represented the Citizens’ committee. The 
party carried two boxes in the carriage con- 
taining two mortars and a dozen twenty-one- 
pound bombs, When the outskirts of the 
town were reached the mortars were unpacked 
and set upon a small hill. Three rounds 
were fired, four shells being exploded at each 
volley. Broken clouds were pasaing overhead. 
No rain was falling anywhere in the vicinity 
when the firing was begun, but after every 
report a shower fell, and as the clouds passed 
away to the southwest the rain was seen to be 
falling in torrents over a limited area. By 
the time the last shot was fired the members 
of the party were drenched and hastily en- 
tered the carri and returned to their hotel. 
The rain could be seen spreading off to the

The earthquake was not perceptible in Chi- 
cago. The man in the signal service office at 
the top of the Auditorium tower declares that 
even at that altitude not the slightest jar was 
felt. The night occupants of the other tall 
buildimgs in the city corroborate the testi- 
mony of the signal service man. 

The earthquake visited parts of six States 
shortly before 11 o’clock last night. The line 
of seismic disturbance as indicated by the dis- 
patches was through Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, and Tennessee, 

So far as reported no damage was done. 
The earth tremors were slight but nevertheless 
distinct, 

The descriptions of the earthquake vary at 
different places. At Springfield, III., two 
shocks were felt, while at Jacksonville, III., 
it is declared that there were four distinct 
shocks, lasting nearly thirty seconds each. 

Sept. 23 Harrisburg, Cal., was visited by a 
long and continued shock. Last night’s 
manifestation may have been a continuation, 
possibly an effect, diminished by distance and 
time, of the California shock. 

The date of the California shock is coinci- 
dent with the schedule time for the arrival of 
the equinoctial storm. The latter has not ar- 
rived yet, although it is four days overdue so 
far as atmospheric disturbances are con- 
cerned. But whether there is any connection 


to be traced between seismic and equinoctial “Bei 


disturbances science alone, not coincidence, 
can prove. 

As to the causes of earthquakes little is def- 
initely known. The sudden collapse of an 
underground cavity or the snapping of strata 
subjected to great strain, such as must occur 
during movements of elevation, are among 
the possible causes. The largernumber, how- 
ever, are doubtless connected with volcanic 
action, and most of these appear to originate 
beneath the sea; the immediate cause, per- 
haps, being the flashing into steam of. the 
water which finds its way down through 
fissures to the underlying heated rocks. Many 
earthquakes appear to originate in volcanoes 
themselves and are no doubt due to the explo- 
sion of elastic vapors.

POST-GRADUATE COURSE IN LAW. 


Extended Instruction to Be Given by the 
Northwestern University Law School. 
This city is unquestionably one of the best 
places in the United States in which to build 
up a great school of law. There is no reason 
why a school with a thousand students should 


“aot soon be established in our midst. The 
changes which have been made in the old 


Union College of Law, now known as North- 
western University Law School, have already 
been noted in Tun Tarsunz. These changes, 
both as respects the course of instruction and 
the teaching force, make it probable that in a 
few years one of the largest law schools in this 
country will belong to Chicago. 

The Committee on Legal Education of the 
American Bar Association reported at the 
meeting held last month in Boston in favor of 
establis a post-graduate course. t 
recommends “ that all law schools, if possible, 
and especially those in or near large cities, 
should also maintain post. graduate courses of 
instruction in which provision is made for ex- 
tended instruction im all those branches of 
legal education which are necessarily excluded 
from the course required fora degree by the 
consideration set forth in the report. The

Fined for Neglecting to Report Cases of 
Contagious Diseases. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Hoyt prose- 
cuted ten physicians yesterday for violation of 
the ordinances coneerning the reporting to the 
Health Department of all contagious dis- 
eases.

He said another doctor had 
treated the child and he had seen it but once. 
The execution was staid.

They represented to Mr. Aldrich that for a 
week or more the harbor and river have been 
crowded with shipping and that in the next 
two months more business will be done than 
in all the rest of the season. The Harbormas- 
ter and his two assistants did not constitute a 
force large enough to take care of all the 
blockades and kéep the vessels moving, and 
although they kept the river reasonably clear 
during the day there were nearly as many 
blockades at night, when none of them were 
on duty. 

Commissioner Aldrich was convinced that 
something would have to be done. 

“ Of course, he said afterwards, it is the 
vesselmen themselves who cause this trouble. 
If a vessel ties up at an elevator or dock to 
unload or take on a catgo its Captain won't 
move till he gets through, even if he block- 
ades the entire river. hat is needed is: an 
officer clothed with police powers, as the Har- 
bormaster and his assistants are, to clear the 
blockades. But there are so many of them 
that Capt. Deane’s force isn’t large enough, 
and I shail make ‘arrangements to increase it. 
I shall see Chief McClaughry and ask him to 
detail some men for this work to help us out 
in the emergency.”’

On carefully detaching a scale one 
sees on the under side a layer of gleaming 
substance easily removed, silvery or golden, 
according to the hue of the fish, If a 
small portion of this substances is taken 
up on the end of a fine needle and spread 
on a glass slide under the microscope it 
18 seen to consist of two distinct materials, 
one giving the color and the other the 
metallic luster. When thus greatly magni- 
fied the former of these two substances is 
seen to be a layer of loose cells, of an orange 
color in the gold and whitish in the silver 
fishes. If a drop of water be then added and 
the solution gently agitated with the needie- 
point the mass is seen to be full of an infinite 
number of flat crystals, oblong prisms, with 
angular ends. By reflected light they flash 
like plates of polished steel. But what ap- 
pears most si lar is that each crystal is per- 
petually vibrat and quivering as if alive, 
although it is really due ſto a slight motion of 
the water in which they float. wing to this 
irregular movement each crystal is momenta- 
rily brightening or waning, flashing out or re- 
tiring into darkness, thus producing a posi- 
tively magical effect.

The total increase in the income tax for the 
whole of Engiand and Wales for the last ten 
years amounts te £53,524,159. The figures in 
1880 were £185,595,852, while in 1889. 90 they 
were £239,120,011.

THE ENDOWMENT LEAGUE TROUBLES. 


The Officers of the Association Charged 
with Various Frauds. 

Barzmmore, Md., Sept. 26.—[ Special. I— The 
officers of the American Endowment League, 
a so-called beneficial organization, will be 
shown up in their true light in the courts next 
week. This afternoon M. M. Poist and S. S. 
Field filed in the Circuit Court a bill charging 
Carleton W. Bowie, William O. Oursler, and 
W. T. Lechlider, the principal officers of the 
league, with fraud. It 1s charged that these 
officers made false entries on the books for 
the purpose of deceiving and de- 
frauding the bona fide holders’ of 
certificates, and that in pursuance of 
such fraudulent combination numerous false 
entries were made for the purpose of account- 
ing fur money fraudulently taken froin the as- 
sets and appropriated to the individual use of 
the officers. It is also charged that the vfficers 
entered into an agreement when it was found 
they must surrender the books to the re- 
ceivers and decided to make up the cash-book 
and withhold the original book or books from 
which the cash-book was made up. The of- 
ficers, it is charged, made out certificates of 
the earliest date in the names of 
themselves, their wives, children, rela- 
tives, and parents, and some in the names of 
fictitious and non-existing persons to hold 
them and draw the money on maturity, the 
difference between the amount of assessments 
that should have been paid and the full value 
of the certificates. It is charged that this 
scheme was carried out and the defendants 
fraudulently divided among themselves about 
$1,600, and endeavored to cover the fraud by 
making false entries and otherwise altering the 
books of the corporation. It is further 
charged that out of 100 certificates reported to 
the receivers as paid in full 57 are fraud-

GIVE CHINA A CHANCE. 


THAT IS SIR ROBERT HART'S ADVICE 
TO THE BRITISH OFFICIALS, 


The Head of the Customs Service in the 
Orient Thinks Persistent Diplomatic 
Pressure and Naval Demonst 
Will Not Improve the Situation in the 
Flowery Kingdom-—Lord Salisbury’s 
Position—Balfour’s Local Government 
Bill—Other Foreign News. 

[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—Lord Salisbury is delay- 
ing any action by the British or combined 
naval vessels in Chinese waters until Sir John 
Walsham, the British Minister to China, shall 
have responded to his orders from the Foreign 
Office to ask the Pekin government for the 
details of the proposed and promised meas- 
ures for the protection of foreigners. Sir 
John’s statement to Lord Salisbury that the 
government at Pekin is not able to fulfill its 
promises of protection has placed him in an 
exceedingly awkward position toward the 
Chinese Government, which had implored 
Lord Salisbury to instruct him to assume a 
more friendly tone. 

Sir Robert Hart, the Inspector General of 
Customs in China, the head of the entire Chi- 
nese and Korean customs service, who resides 
at Pekin, possesses the most powerful influ- 
ence of any foreigner resident in China and 
has the entire confidence of Lord Salisbury. 
He, as wellas the imperial government of 
China, is opposed to Sir John Walsham’s 
policy of persistent diplomatic pressure and 
naval demonstration at the treaty ports, which 
he believes will only make matters 
worse and disastrousiy disturb foreign 
interests in that country by encouraging revo- 
lution and weakening the Manchu dynasty, He 
advises the British Foreign Office to stop its 
pressure at Pekin and to trust to the prom- 
ises of the Chinese Ministers. Sir Robert 


| favors the penetration of British official rep- 


resentation to the large towns in the interior 
of Hunan and other provinces; the extension 
of the British Consulates and the earnest co- 
operation of the Consuls and the missions to 
relieve the existing dangerous tension. He 
specially advises that the British and other 
missionaries be asked to adopt a system of 
management which shall include making the 
hospitals, schools, and foundling institutions 
open to the inspection of the Chinese officials 
at any time that they choose to visit them in 
order to correct in the most practical manner 
possible the prejudice and ignorance of the 
Chinese mob which is incited to riot, pillage, 
and murder by a belief that the Europeans 
use the eyes and other parts of the bodies of 
Chinese children in the manufacture of 
medicines and that they steal and kill 
children for this purpose. 

The special official cable dispatch from 
Pekin to the English Government this week 
offering money compensation to the treaty 
powers for the loss of life and property 
by the riots, asserting China’s entire good 
will and ability to suppress the riots, assum- 
ing all ponsibility, afinouncing the dis- 
patching of the northern and southern Chinese 
squadrons to patrol the Yang-tse-Kiang dis- 
trict and overawe the local soldiery and people, 
and laying the chief blame on British and 
other foreigners for importing arms for 
Chinese secret societies, is not received with 
much credit at the Foreign Office, and the ef- 
forts of the Chinese European Ambassador, 
Hse Ching Chang, to persuade the powers 
to keep quiet, although successful. at 
St. Petersburg, will 
effect whatever at erlin, where the 
Ambassador now is and certainly will not pre- 
vent Lord Salisbury taking the most vigorous 
measures if he finally decides that such a 
course is advisable. 

The Times’ Paris correspondent says: 

It has becomejknown here that the Govern- 
ors of the Chinese provinces in which the 
riots occurred have distinctly declined to be 
held responsible therefor and have declared 
The inference 
to be drawn is that China’s circular to the 
powers aims simply at delay in order to shirk 
indemnity, and therefore not to be held to ac- 
count by Europe.“ 

According to a dispatch received today 
threatening rumors come from the north of 
China. At Tientsin it is asserted the French 
Consul, De Beyaure, has demanded an indem- 
nity fromthe Viceroy, as well as effective 
measures for the protection of foreign resi- 
dents. A great many rifles have been confis- 
cated and concealed on a steamer bound for 
Tientsin and Pekin. They were intended for 
the rioters. 

The Paris Le Jour .says that the Chinese 
Governinent has granted to the Jesuits an 1m- 
mense tract of land as compensation for 
losses which the order suffered during the re- 
cent riots. 

Balfour’s Local Government Bill. 

A. J. Baifour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
has just been in communication with Mr. T. 
W. Russell, member of Parliament for South 
Tyrone, and some other Irish Conservatives 
in relation to the final proposals to be intro- 
duced in his Irish Local Government bill to 
be introduced in the House of Commons dur- 
ing the 2 session, and he has been 
similarly frank with several influential En- 
glish Conservatives, He has succeeded in 
reconciling both those sections of the govern- 
ment’s supporters to the bill he has concluded 
to frame. Mr. Russell has told his constitu- 
ents that from what is now known of Mr. 
Balfour’s measure it has his unstinted support. 
To the Home-Rulers the provisions of this Hill 
will appear to constitute about as squalid 
a concession to the demands of patriotic 
Irishmen and the people of Ireland as 
could possibly be offered. It simply creates 
County Councils, but with extremely narrow 
limitations, called by the Tories *‘ safeguards,”’ 
which do not exist in any guise in the laws 

overning the County Councils in England. 

e Irish County Councils by this measure 
will be endowed with the control of neither 
the police nor she administration of the r 
law—two of the most essential features of any 
genuine local government. 

Besides this the members of the councils 
are not to be el by a popular vote, but 
strictly on proper qualifications, with an in- 
fluential ex-officio element to be nominated 
out-of-hand by the English Government, with 
the special idea of having the members thus 
appointed look out after the interests of the 
Protestant ministers and check the Irish na- 
tion in what is alleged to be “their natural 
tendency to jobbery and waste.“ 


Outside of Ulster the bill is sure to be re- } 


ceived with howls of rage and scorn, for it is 
merely juggling with the Liberals of Ireland 
and making a pretense of remedial legislation. 
The effect upon the general elections is likely 
to be just the reverse of what the Tories have 
hoped, and to further emphasize the growing 
faith in Mr. Gladstene’s plans for Ireland. The 
young Ireland League threatens to collapse for 
want of encouragement. It is receiving neither 
money nor public sympathy. And this latest 
effort, with Mr. Parnell’s underhand encour- 
agement, to review the worst features of theold 
Fenianistn is probably doomed to ignominious

Defends Russia's Expulsion of Jews. 
“Tn Darkest Russia points out that Baron 
Hirsch’s scheme, if successful, can only pro- 
vide for about 3 per vent of the Russian Jews. 
A letter which first appeared in the Ants 
Jacobin, and which was signed “ An Israelite 
Wanderer,“ has been republished in the after- 
noon newspapers and is attracting consider- 
able. attention. It strongly defends Russia 
and deciares that the laws relating to the 
Jews are by no means 80 inequit- 
able as imagined. Referring to the 
Domicile law, this letter says it has never 
been altered but it has been operated 
with so little rigor one-third of the Jews 
reside today in governments from which they 
were excluded a generation ago. This, he 
says, isa sign of gradual improvement, which 
is the best to be expected from a semi-civilized 
22 like Russia. Continuing, the writer 
of the letter mentioned says that 20,000 Jews 
reside in St. Petersburg, and that a similar 
number reside in Moscow. He adds:

the United ates in connection with 
forei exhibits at the World's Colum- 
Gian —8 shall be frecly admitted ana will 
be subjected to no delay or hindrance of any 
nature. 

Whatever regulations shall prove to be neces- 
sary in order to carry out this decision of the de 

artment will be formulated in due season and 

urnished to all interested parties through the 
proper channels. 


FIRST TELEGRAPH MESSAGE SENT, 


A Search Now Being Made for It by the 
Western Union Company. 

New York, Sept. 26.—[Special. |—The West- 
ern Union Telegraph company has instituted 
a search for the first telegram that ever went 
over the wires. When the Westera Union 


concluded to make an exhibit at the World’s. 


Fair John W. Kirk, the veteran telegrapher, 
opened a correspondence with Maj. John 
Johnston, Piqua, O., who he was satisfied had 
the first message that was ever ticked out over 
Prof. Morse’s wire. Maj. Johnston, in re- 
sponse, said he had the message in the original 
cipher, but that it was mixed up with his 
papersand a partial search had failed to se- 
cure it. 

Mr. Kirk has urged a closer and more com- 
plete search, and has offered in behalf of the 
Western Union company to bear the expense 
of the search. He will goto Pique in about 
a month to help onthe search. The story of 


‘this first message, as told by Mr. Kirk, is in- 


teresting. In May, 1844, Prof. S. F. B. Morse, 
who was considered a crank by all except a 
few, was experimenting in a room in the Cap- 
itol at Washington, provided free of expense 
by the government under an appropriation 
by Congress. His line extended from Wash- 
ington to Annapolis, Md. At that time del- 
egutes to the Whig Convention were arriving 
in town, and 5 my Soy was.

irk took him into Prof. 
Morse’s private office, where he was cordially 
greeted by Prof. Morse. The latter, after 
some conversation, said to him: 

„Maj. Johnston, I have sent a friend to

** me on the wire. Just wait and listen 
to 1 

Pretty soon the little instrument began 
ticking. Prof. Morse read it off to Maj. 
Johnston and Mr. Kirk. As the instrument 
stopped Prof. Morse cut it off and handed it, 
in the original cipher, to Mr. Johnston, who 
took out his pocketbook and placed the mes- 
gage, now historical, carefully in his pocket- 
book, which he put away in his pocket, care- 
fully buttoniny the latter. The message, as 
Mr. Kirk recollects it, expressed the pleasure 
of the sender at being able to reach Prof. 
Morse over the wire. 

Johnston and Mr. Kirk dig out 
the original message it will be carefully and 
handsomely framed by the Western Union 
company and be given the most prominent 
position in ite exhibit at the World’s Fair. 


Woman's Work in Penasy!vania. 

Harnispure, Pa., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—It 
is now assured that the work done by Pennsyl- 
vania women in art, science, and industrial 
branches will be fully represented at the 
World's Columbian Exposition. The work in 
the waman’s department bas progressed 
further and more systematically than that in 
any other department. A special appropria- 
tion will be made for the woman’s work ih 
this State. Headquarters have been opened 
in Philadelphia and a Secretary has been em- 
ployed to attend to the correspondence, which 
already is quite large. In each county from 
three to five assistants will be appointed to 
aid the committee in its labors. The object 
of the Chairman is to have woman’s work, 
wherever performed and however it may be 
included with man’s work, properly labeled 
and credited to her. For instance, many 
— patterns are designed by women, as 
well as many curtain and wall-paper designs. 
Many pieces of furniture are either designed 
or carved by women and appropriate labels 
will be affixed giving all such information. 
The assistants will canvass their territories 
carefuily, and it is expected that many unique 
vocations for women will thus be brought to

political enemies. What the Democratic lead- 
ers have fault to find with is the crowd. In- 
stead of the 30,000 or 40,000 which were ex- 
pected at Sidney, there were not over 10,000 
preseat—that is, 10,000 visitors. In compar- 
ison with McKinley’s opening at Nilea, where 
the Democrats conceded ap audience of 25,- 
000, this is discouraging. The boys keep up a 
brave front, however, and say that the Demo- 
eratie campaign has not yet received its mo- 


mentum, but that as soon as it does it will go 


rolling ahead at a lively rate. 

Gov. Campbell went from Sidney to Hamil- 
ton, where he celebrated the centennial of 
his city for two days, and from all reports en- 
tered ardently into the festivities of the occa- 
sion. From Hamilton he came to Columbus, 
where he addressed a railroad meeting Sun- 
day. It seems that the Governor, who is a 
Presbyterian, does not object to delivering an 
address on the Sabbath, especially if he is 
liable to win a few votes thereby. After his 
speech here he rested for a day or so, in con- 
ference with the Democratic State coinmittee, 
making up his appointments for the cam- 
paign. Tonight he presided at the Roger 
Q. Mills meeting at the Board of Trade audi- 
torium and was very felicitous in presenting 
his old colleague in Congress. 

Mills and Campbell are now engaged in 
dealing out to each other prodigious amounts 
of taffy. Of course this is done on the prin- 
cipal of self-protection. When in Congress, 
though personally friendly, they were reput 
to be at the ant ipodes on the tariff question, 
and itis said t Millis often referred to 
Campbell as one of those blamed Randall 
Democrats. Now Campbell wants to be 
elected Governor of Ohio and Mills wants to 
be elected Speaker of the National House of 
Representatives. They feel that they are in- 
dispensable to each other, as Mills can appeal 
effectively to the free trade voters of Ohio 
and Campbell can assist him in getting the 
votes of the Democratic Congressmen. 

Roger Cutting a Dash. 

By the way, Mr. Mills is cutting quite a fig- 
ure in the State. There are applications for 
him in every county, but he says with em- 
phasis that he can give the Democracy of 
Qhio ten days of his valuable time and no 
more, His first speech was in Mansfield the 
19th, his second in Delaware the 2Zist, and 
third here in Columbus tonight. Mr. Mills 
certainly makes a good tariff speech. His 
reasoning power is great and his logic clear. 
Outside of the Governor he is more in demand 
through the State than any other orator. 

Qa the Republican side, ex-Gov. Foraker 
seems to have the call as a popular stumper. 
He is now making it bis object to attack Gov. 
Campbell on State issues, and is giving the 
Administration a dressing down at every op- 
portunity. The Republican press is almost 
violeat in its demand that Campbeil answer 
Foraker’s attacks. It is the uuderstanding 
from Democratic sources that he will refuse 
to do so. He will defend his administration 
against charges made by any other Repub- 
lican, but he will absolutely ignore 
Foraker or any charge he has to make. It is 
said the personal animosity felt by Gov. 
Campbell against Foraker on the ballot-box 
business is so great that he does not care to 
put himself in a position to have further con- 
troversy with Foraker, and an additional rea- 
son is that the Democratic party of Ohio de- 
mands that the campaign be fought on na 
tional issues. 

Campbell has swallowed tariff reform and 
free trade at one big gulp, and har also taken 
the silver coinage bait aud run. down stream 
with the hook, cork, line, and pole. On these 
two propositions he now standsclearly arrayed 
against McKinley. The prospects fur a joint 
debate are first-class. The Chairmen of the 
two committees are still quibbling over who 
shall have the opening and closing remarks at 
Ada, but as these are merely matters of detail 
there is little doubt that the debate will come 
off. If it does not it is said on good Demo- 
cratic authority that Campbell and his State 
committee will immediately challenge Mc 
Kinley for a series of ten debates; the Repub- 
liean committee to name five points and the 
Democratic. five points. The Democrats 
seem to have a supreme confidence in the 
ability of Campbell to best McKinley in this 
sort of discussion. Their idea of it is that 
Campbell is quicker on his feet and better at 
repartee. But all this time Maj. McKinley is 
conducting an astonishing campaign. He is 
proceeding in a straight line, addressing mag- 
nificent meetings, winning applause, and mah- 
ing votes wherever he goes. His voice seems 
to be better than it was a week after he opened 
his canvass and his physical appearance indi- 
cates that outdoor speaking and the general 
variety of life as experienced in a Guberna- 
torial campaign in Ohio is simply a species of 
healthful tonic for him. 

Tinplate as a Factor. 


The Democratic brethren sought a few 
weeks ago to ridicule tinplate as a factor in 
the campaign out of the State entirely. They 
have now changed their tune, as tinplate is be- 
ing produced ata half-dozen different points 
in the State. At McKinley’s meeting at 
Piqua the other —— 3,000 Republicans 
wore tinplate badges, a the canopy under 
which the Major spoke was fairly armored 
with it. Several manufacturers who have 
heretofore béen noted as Democrats have 
come to rally to the Major’s standard, and in 
the sheep-raising districts he has made a num- 
ber of converts.

Hahn is directing operations with his usual 
prudence, and is affable and polite, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the mugwump press to 
create the impression that he is mixing up too 
much as a factor between Foraker and Sher. 
man. Mr. Hahn says he agrees with Foraker’s 
declaration: “Elect the Governor and Re- 

ublican Legislature first, then the Senatorship 
Naht will take care of itself. 

It is true that a man may make a great 
reputation as a reformer in office, but it also 
has its drawbacks, as Gov. Campbell is find- 
mg out. The man he denounced as a corrupt 
officeholder ia Cincinnati and had dnven 
from power is now the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic committee of Hamilton County, 
and, it is said, has knives con- 
cealed about every portion of his 
anatomy, which he proposes to distribute at 
the proper time as weapons of offense against 
Ohio’s gallant Governor. It is whispered that 
another funny thing has happened, a good 
deal in the same line.

into an association known as the National 
Assembly, a secret organization. To mem- 
bership in this society they admitted such of 
their friends as they supposed to be perfectly 
reliable and in possession of a little money. 
The organization was of the most secret char- 
acter. ir meetings were held out under 
the trees, in deep ravines, or on the 
mountain side. A solemn oath of secrecy 
was adininistered to every member, and thus 
the existence of the swindle was kept a secret 
for some time. The organization was sup- 
posed to be a national one, with its central 
office at Washington and branches all over the 
country. Four assemblies were organized 
in this State, known respectively as the St. 
Albans, Lincoln County, Boone County. and 
Charleston assemblies. The inducements for 
entering the assemblies were the opportunity 
they aflotded their members to make money 
rapidly and in a lawful and safe manner. The 
condition of the United States Treasury was 
made to play ar important part in she swin- 
— along with the bonds which were to fall 
ue. 

The swindlers made up a story about the 
great guaptity of government bonds that were 
soon to fall due, which were payable in gold, 
the vast exportations of gold to foreign coun- 
tries, and the consequent inability of the gov- 
ernment to meet the payments of the bonds. 
The swindlers then went on to say that in 
order to gave the Nation’s credit and meet the 
payment ot the bonds when they fell due the 
government must raise the gold; that while it 
had little gold it had plenty of greenbacks, 
and that it would pay for every dollar in gold 
$5 in paper. The object of the National As- 
sembly was to raise the gold required by the 
governinent, and its assemblies all over the 
country were gathering in the gold, sending 
it on to the change office at Washington, 
through which all the operations were carried 
on, and getting back in bank notes five times 
what they sent to Washington. The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railway had been paying off in 
gold, so it was an easy matter to raise consid- 
erable coin. One assembly alone put ia over 
$1,000 in hard cash. The money was all gath- 
ered up oy the officers, to be by them sent on 
to Washington. 

When the members of the assemblies 
thought it was time to be getting back some 
money they kicked, but the officers were ready 
for them. They exhibited letters from the 
imaginary National Secretary of the order and 
from the President of the change office ex- 
plaining the delay and telling them to wait 
patientiy. In Charleston, where the people 
are supposed to be somewhat more enlight- 
ened than they are in the country, the secret 
organization feature of the swindle was drop- 
ped. The proposition to exchange gold for 
five times its amount was made by the men, 
merely as friends of the victims, who were on 
the inside and were willing to put the victims 
in the right way to accumulate a fortune be- 
qause of their friendship for them. One poor 
fellow, a hard-working colored man, had laid 
up $150. Rose got to talking to him and said 
he was willing to show him an opportunity to 
make some money more easily than he had 
been doing. He then told him the story about 
Uncle Sam’s embarrassment. The fellow 
took it all in, drew out $100, and let Rose send 
it o the Washington office. In a short time 
he got a reply saying that they didn’t receive 
less than $200 at a time and cculd fill ro or- 
der for lets than $1,000 in paper. 

The colored man drew out his remaining 
$50, borrgwed $50 more, and had it sent on. 
He heard no more trom it, and was advised 
by Rose to send one of Rose’s friends on to 
Washington t investigate. He then paid $19 
ostensibly to séid to Washington to investi- 
gate, and is now)$219 out.

TRANSFQRMING A SAVAGE LAND. 


The New Gold Diggings of Africa Within 
Five Hours of London by Wire. 

The British South Africa company have ac- 
cumpHshed a surprising amount of work in 
the two years since they entered Mashona- 
land. Railroads are pushing into savage 
countries which white men hardly dared to 
enterafew years ago. The company first 
extended the line north from Kimberly to 
Vryburg, a distance of 124 miles. The second 
section, from Vryburg to Mafeking, 
will be nin@ty-eight miles long, and 
the money has been raised and 
all arrangements made for building it at once. 
Both these towns are flourishing places, with 
banks and newspapers. This was the region 
where Moffat and Livingstone did their mi- 
sionary work, and those pioneers would be 
greatly astonished were they to see the 
changed condition of things where they lived 
among savages only torty years ago. The 
railroad is to be extended beyond Mafeking to 
Bulawayo, the capital of King Lobengula, the 
savage ruler of the Matebele. This third sec- 
tion of the road will be 450 miles long, and 
when it is completed there will be direct vom- 
munication by rail from Caps Town to the 
heart of the most powerful native kingdom 
south of the Zambesi. 

While this railroad is steadily pushing north 
there is every prospect of the early establish- 
ment of railroad communication across Portu- 

uese territory between Pungwe Bay on the 

ndian (icean and Mashonaland, about 300 
miles. This railroad will obviate the need of 
caravan travel across the fly belt, about 
sixty miles wide, where the Tsetse tly makes 
it impossible to take draught animals, 

The company is also making good progress 
with its wagon roads. Its road to the south is 
in very gpod condition, and Mr. Selous, the 
famous hunter, has been engaged for some 
months building a road between Fort Salis- 
bury, in Mashonaland, and the Portuguese 
coast. The company has also sunk wells at 
distances of a day’s journey along the trade 
route across the Kalahari Desert. 

The telegraph has been extended sixty miles 
north of Fort Victoria, in Mashonaland. The 
wire is carried on iron poles, and the com- 
pany has expended $300,000 in establishing 
telegraphic communication in Mashonaland. 
It is only about seven years ago that Mon- 
tague Kerr crossed Mashonaland, and wrote 
the first book in which a detailed account was 
given of that country. We had hardly heard 
the name before, and Kerr’s book was a reve- 
lation of the unknown. Thid great region is 
now within five hours’ communication with 
London by wire. Of course, all this work is 
preparatory to developing the mineral and 
agricultural resources of the country. The 
more the region is studied the greater its re- 
sources appear to be. Large discoveries of 
gold have been made. A great many private 
com panies have entered the country to engage 
in mining, and up to this time they have ex- 
pended about $5,000,000 in the preparatory 
works. Every one is sanguine that a rich har- 
vest will be reaped.

At any rate that wide space has been plowed 
out by something, leaving steep walls on either 
side. Thick veins of ore are visible on each 
side of the ravine, and, although a half mile 
apart, are correspondingly opposite each 
other. This goes to show that if the veins at 
one time extended for a half mile or more 
Gan at present they no doubt extend several 
miles. 

“Another thi about the mine is that 
nature has left it in a state that it would have 
cost more than $5,000,000 to bring about. 
The ravine, for instances, is one thing that will 
prove especially advantageous in getting out 
the ore, and there are canons and streams that 
3 in the exact places where they are 
needed.

A RECENT report by U. S. Consul al ewes of 
Reichenburg shows that a great success has 
followed the adoption of the zone system 
for r traffic on railways in Hungary. 
It has béen in use new little more than two 
years, and the results are so satistactory that 
it is now proposed to extend it to freights 
upon the Austrian Government railways. The 
tariff is based onadivision of the country, 
into zones of ten kilometers in width, the 
kilometer being five-eighths of a mile. The 
rate of freight to the center of a given zone is 
that of the whole zone. It costs no more to 
ship goods to the further border of such a zone 
than to the middle of it. The tariff provides 
different rates for Half and full car-loads and 
also for express service, while some modifica- 
tions are to be introduced tending to specially 
encourage trade between the great cities. 
Since the introduction of the reform in Hun- 
gary the passenger service of the railroads has 
increased 250 per cent, and the net revenues of 
the lines show an important augmeat, though

Tan dispatches of yesterday indicate that 
with all his fortune Jay Gould is not more 
successful in one respect than are a great 
many other people who have not accumulated 
a pile big enough to be measured by the side 
of his heap. He is not able to put his old 
head on the younger shoulders of his sons. 
What he has gathered so laboriously they are 
scattering, and to add to his agony they are 
letting it goin big chunks through the same 
channels as those in which it was gathered by 
his master hand. Of course a couple of mill- 
ions, which is the estimated loss in recent 
deals, is such a small part of his wealth that 
he cannot feel it in the physical sense, though 
the mental anguish may be all the stronger as 
it carries with it a sense of the loss of power 
and prestige, as well as mere cashe It isa 
matter of no little importance, even to one of 
his imperious nature, that he has disgusted 
Wall street magnates with his methods. 
Things must be pretty bad when involving a 
severe strain’ to such elastic consciences as 
those which are usually placid amid the excite- 
ments and trickeries of the Stock Exchange. 
Think of bis being obliged to pay a visit to 
Morgan! It is like Bismarck having to go to 
Canossa; unless the more wily Jay is simply 
stooping in order to conquer. 


Ex-Senator Saunpers of Nebraska, who is 
a member of the National Utah Commission, 
says that it will state in its furthcoming report

The nomination for the Superior Judgeship 
is lamentably weak. Hutchinson’s standing 
as a lawyer and his public record do not 
justify great expectations concerning him as a 
Judge. The Republicans will find it difficult 
to indorse him. They might refuse to do so 
except that the term for which he is nom- 
inated fur is for one year only. 

The nominations for Drainage Commis- 
gsioners are bad. Mr. Cooley’s nomination is 
of doubtful legality because he is nota resi- 
dent of the district. It was procured in the 
Chicago Democracy Caucus yesterday by 
chicanery and by bulldozing, as is fully set 
forth in our local columns. The nomination 
of Bogle is a scandal, in view of his own ex- 
planation of his connection with the City 
Sealer’s office. But his elechon would not 
be so great a menace to the taxpayers 
as that of Mr. Cooley. The latter 
is a theoretical engineer, who takes 
no account of the cost of the drain- 
age channel and who would put off its com- 
pletion—its commencement, in fact—until he 
had experimented and toyed with al! sorts of 
engineering fads and fantasies. It is to be re- 
gretted that under the law both cannot be de- 
feated.. The presence of either on the Drain- 
age Board will hamper the enterprise and lead 
to unweleome bickerings and weekly scenes. 
The carpet-bagger nominee is the least desir- 
able of thetwo as a member of the board, 
perhaps, as Bogle has not ability enough to 
be more than irtitatingly mischievous, and he 
is certain to be in the minority. 

Only three of the present members of the 
County Board have been renominated by the 
Democrats, and one of these, Dr. Brandt, is 
the most extravagant of the present Commis. 
sioners, both in his methods and his policy, 
even though his personal integrity is unques- 
tioned, while Gen. Lieb’s infirmities of tem- 
per are a serious disadvantage in public life, 
as they have been an obstruction to the public 
work of the county. One looks over the 
names of the seven new members from the 
city district in “vain for any promise of 
improvement. There is a dead level of 
mediocrity or worse — two groggery 
keepers, a shoe dealer, a railroad employé, 
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and a brace of contractors. The election of

INSIDE HISTORY OF THE GRANT THIRD- 
TERM MOVEMENT. 

The near approach of the time fcr unveiling 
the Grant monument in Lincoln Park lends 
special pertinence to the interesting letter of 
John Russell Young, the General’s favorite 
private secretary, printed elsewhere in this 
issue. It gives the inside history of Gen. 
Grant’s change of mind, which led him to be 
a candidate for the third term against his bet- 
ter judgment, and at the same time throws a 
new light upon the sense of honesty, justice, 
and loyalty to his friends which always char- 
acterized hims 

It was during the famous trip around the 
world, and at Malaga, Spain, that the General 
first expressed his views as to being a candi- 
date for a third term. A newspaper article 
which Young read to him making the sugges- 
tion opened up the conversation between him- 
self and his secretary. in which he expressed 
himself with emphasis as averse to the scheme. 
He feared that he would have to antagonize 
other «party leaders, that he would alienate 
many old friends, and that the campaign 
would be a bitter one and leave many heart- 
burnings behind it. At that time he could 
not conceive any emergency which would 
induce him to accept a nomination except 
in case of a revolution or social up- 
heavalin which the whole country might 
appeal to him. He therefore completely aban- 
doned the idea and his secretary heard noth- 
ing more of it until he returned from Europe, 
only to find that the air was full of third term 
as the outcome of the agitation engineered by 
Conkling, assisted by Arthur, Don Cameron, 
Sheridan, Logan, and others. Conkling was 
the leader and already had expressed himself 
as disappointed at the apathy with which 
Drexel, Childs, Gen. Sherman, and others of 
Grant’s friends regarded the idea of a third 
term. 

Shortly after his. return. to America Mr. 
Young visited Gen. Grant at Galena, and there 
for the first time since the memorable Malaga 
conversation learned that the Genera! had 
changed his mind. He urged as the reasons 
for it on the one hand the influences of his 
wife, the disappointment of Conkling when 
he first declined, and the pressure of many 
friends; and on the other hand a feeling of 
personal antagonism to Mr. Blaine, who, he 
eonceived, was hostile to him. He said that 
he should write a letter to Don Cameron giv- 
ing his reasons for consenting to be a candi- 
date for renomination, but at the 
game time offering to withdraw if 
his friends deemed it advisable. 
This letter he wrote, but it has disappeared 
utterly. He sent it to Cameron and the latter 
gave it to Conkling. He was willing it should 
be made public, but Conkling declined to give 
it up for publication and retained it in his 
possession, and only a few weeks before he 
died, when asked for it by Young, declined to 
make it public. Mr. Young accounts for the 
refusal on the ground that be did not care to 
appear as having the entire responsibility of 
an enterprise which Gen. Grant had really 
accepted as against his better judgment.” It 
is more than probable that Conkling long be- 
not wishing to 
have it published or have it known that Grant 
wished to decline being a candidate for athird 
term. 

The reminiscence, of which we have given 
the substantial points, is not only full of inter- 
est as an episode in the public career of Gen. 
Grant, but it is one which, though kept 
under the rose” so long, does no discredit 
to his memory. Indeed, it shows how correct 
and far-sighted he was in his views as to pub- 
lie duty and popular sentiment, and that he 
only changed them after a pressure which he, 
even with his resolute, stubborn nature, could 
not resist. It adds to the maguanimity of his 
character that after the fruitless struggle in 
the con vention he cherished no resentments 
against those who had opposed a third term 
or those of his friends who had remained 
neutral or apathetic. The Cameron-Conkling 
letter would de full of interest could it be 
found, but there is no reason to hope it ever 
will be. 


THEODORE THOMAS IN CHICAGO. 

The arrival of Theodore Thomas in Chica- 
go, which henceforth will be his home,. marks 
a distinct and important era in its musical 
history, as at last it secures to this city what 
it has so long lacked, a large, first-class, per- 
manent orchestra. In his owa words, the best 
in the world we shall have.“ and as Mr. Thomas 
is a man who always measutes his words and 
is not given to exaggeration, Chicago has good 
reason to congratulate itself upon its musical 
outlook and the great and permanent impulse 
which will be given to its musical progress. 
It will no longer lag behind in the race. It 
will come to the front and take the lead. 

With a permanent orchestra and a perma- 
nent leader, amply backed, so that he will 
have exclusive control of his band richly en- 
dowed with musical skill and experience, we 
may now expect such orchestral work 
in concerts, in festivals, and in accompa- 
niments, and at the World’s Fair, as we have 
never had before. All departments of mu- 
sical effort will feel its influence, and Chi- 
cago will make artistic progress commen- 
surate with its material 
cial advancement. Mr. Thomas has carefully 
considered all the obsthcles in his way which 
he will have to encounter in this young and 
growmg city, which has not the leisure of the 
older Eastern cities, but he has the faith and 
courage to believe that he ean overcome them. 
and so he has burned his bridges behind him, 
cut loose from New York, where he has been 
the master so long, and made Chicago his 
home. Its wealthy citizens have guaranteed 
him financially, It now remains for the peo- 
ple who have so enthusiastically attended his 
concerts in the past and given him such a 
warm welcome, to renew their patronage and 
emphasize their welcome. These concerts, 
soon to begin, will be of a high order 
of music. The band of eighty-five musicians 
which will pe the program has no supe- 
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REV. MR. MACQUEARY STEPS DOWN 
AND OUT. 

e Rev. Mr. MacQueary was arraigned 
more than half a year ago before an 
— court-martial on the charge of her- 
esy. He was found guilty, sentenced to be 
suspended for six months, and if not repent- 
ant at the end of that time to be deposed. It 
was the intention of the minister to contest in 
the civil courts the legality of the deposition 
part of the sentence, but the Bishop of Ohio 
got out of a lawsuit by making the suspen- 
sion of the unrepentant MacQueary perpetual. 
That left him no alternative but submission 

or withdrawal, 

He has chosen the latter, and has written to 
Bishop Leonard notifying him that he has re- 
nounced the- ininistry of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. He has also accepted a call to 
take charge of the Universalist church at Sagi- 
naw, Mich. He has broken from his pas’ 
orthodox moormgs and has provided for the 
future by joining a denominatwn which is so 
liberal that it is a task ef some difficulty for 
any of its members to be guilty of heresy to 
its doctrines, If they account themselves 
Christians there is not the smell of sulphur on 
any of their garments. 

It would have been better on the whole had 
the e- Episcopalian made up his mind long 
ago to do what he has done at 
thie late hour, He would have lost 
the advertising he received, but would 
have shown better taste. When a member of 
a church becomes couvinced firmly that 
some of its important doctrines are errone- 
ous and are so erroneous that it is his duty tc 
attack them in his pulpit he ought to look 
around him and ascertain the sentiments of 
his parish on these points. If a large and 
respectable number agree with him it is well 
enough that he should make a fight within the 
church for his ideas. But if he sees, as the 
Rev, MacQueary must have done, that those 
ideas were indorsed but by afew Episcopalians 
and were exceedingly repugnant and offensive 
to the overwhelming majority, and that it was 
beyond his power to convert the church to 
his way of thinking, then he ought to with- 
draw voluntarily and gracefully step down and 
out, and not be astumbling-block to the 
brethren and remain until expelled. 

This was peculiarly true of the Rev. Mac- 
Queary. For while there are men who believe 
that there is little hope ofsalvation outside of a 
particular church and therefore cling to it 
fondly, and yet feel it their duty to oppose 
some of its doctrines which they think are 
wrong, the ex-Episcopalian was not one of 
these. He had no passionate devotion to 
that denomination. He had no compunctions 
about taking off one religious overcoat at any 
moment and puttmg on another if it fitted 
him better, 

There are eo many sects now thatit ought 
not to be a difficult matter for a person who 
belongs to any one of them and is dissatisfied 
with its creed to find another organization 
whose principles harmonize with his ideas. If 
he is so peculiarly hard to suit that he cannot, 
then nothing hinders him from flocking by 
himself and getting up a denomination of his 
own, whose articles of faith he can draw up to 
suit himself. A church is of all places the one 
which should be free froin wrangling, and if 
one man does nut think as the others do he 
should either acquiesce in their views, if the 
matter is one of slight importance, or with- 
draw quie and pleasantly, if he thinks silent 
submission to their. doctrines will damn him. 


PROPERTY RIGHTS IN A DEAD KINS- 
WOMAN. 


One of the Judges of the Supreme Court of 
New York has made a decision which carries 
pretty far the property rights of individials 
in a dead kinswoman. The Woman's 
Memorial Fund Association and Ladies’ Art 
Association of New York wistied to set up at 
the Chicago Exposition a statue of Susan B. 
Anthony, “The Typical Reformer,” and an- 
other of the late Mrs. Mary Morris (Hamil- 
ton) Schuyler, “The Typical Philanthropist.” 
This lady, the granddaughter of Alexander 
Hamilton and great-granddaughter of Gen. 
Schuyler, was actively and unostentatiously 
benevolent during her life, and the associa- 
tions wished to do honor to her memory. 
Their members were actudted by the kindest 
ana purest of motives. 

But the Hamiltons and Schuylers protested. 
They said that the prominence which it was 
proposed to give their kinswoman was ob- 
noxious and distasteful to them, and that she 
had never been a “ public character,” her 
charity work being private in its nature. The 
members of the associations declined to 
abandon their plans. Thereupon the relatives 
applied for an injunction on the ground that 
Mrs. Schuyler was not “public property,“ 
hke John Howard, or Mrs. Fry, or Miss Dix, 
or Miss Barton, and that therefore the wishes 
of her family should be reSpeeted. The court 
granted a temporary in junction, which has 
been made permanent, and will stand unless 
overruled by the Court of Appeals, 

It is the law that anything written or pic- 
torial which blackens the memory of the 
dead is libelous, It is the law also thata 
woman owns her own face and can stop the 
sale of her photographs or the photographing 
of her features. But it has not been held be 
fore this that a statue designed to commemo- 
rate the many virtues of a dead woman could 
not be exhibited or even carved against the 
wishes of her relatives. Perhaps there never 
was avase before where there was any un- 
willingness on the part of the people to see 
one whom they could claim as a member of 
their family immortalized in bronze or 
marble. !

UTILIZING WASTE HEAT. 

Tue Trisunzg of Friday contained an illus- 
trated description of a fuel-saving and smoke- 
consuming device recently put into successful 
operation on a Chicago and Alton locomotive. 
The method employed is to utilize the hither- 
to waste heat of combustion to raise the tem- 
perature of the water before it is supplied to 
the boiler and the air before it is fed into the 
fire. The water is above the boiling point 
when it enters tlie boiler and the air is made 
fully a hundred degrees hotter than the sur- 
rounding atmosphere, the result being that 
both take much more kindly to their work, it 
takes less of fresh fuel to make steam, and the 
perfect combustion of the fuel supplied is in- 
sured by the greater hea in the flre-box, 
which burns up what would otherwise escape 
as black smoke for lack of a sufficiently 
high temperature to burn it up. 

Few people have any idea of the immense 
quantity of heat that passes off unutilized by 
the best appointed steam boiler, The fact of 
a great loss may be understood by reference 
to the primary conditions of combustion. In 
the case of carbon three pounds of that com- 
bine with eight pounds of oxygen to form 
carbonic acid gas. But-that oxygen is mixed 
with about twenty-five pounds of nitrogen in 
the proportion to form air, and the latter gas 


is of no use in the process. It is necessarily 


warmed up to about the same temperature as 


.| the other gases by. the heat evolved in the 
chemical combination of the oxygen with the 
carbon. That is. the temperature of all is | 
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bonic acid gas itself enters the chimney at a 
relatively high temperature. The few figures | 
here presented show that at least two-thirds of 
the foree in the fuel is lost, to say nothing 
of the loss by escape of the used prod- 
ucts 4t an elevated temperature and the loss 
by radiation. Besides this is the loss due in 
most cases to imperfect combustion, arising 
from the fact that the material which should 
combine with the oxygen can only do so at a 
high temperature, and some of it 18 usually 
cooled down below that limit before it has a 
chance to mix :ntimately with the oxygen 
contained in the air. 

To catch a part of this heat, which other- 
wise would escape up the chimney, seems to

between coils of pipe containing water and to 
similarly warm air in tubes. Evidently the | 
saving by this process is limited only by the 
condition that there must be a draft sufficient 
to carry off the gases so that they will not ob- 
struct the process of combustion in the fire- 
box behind them. The passage must be free 
cnough for that, but it should seem possible 
to so modify the passages as to permit the col- 
lection of a much larger percentage ot the 
heat than is retained by the appliance de- 
scribed, though that is so large as 
to give the most encouraging re- 


} sults in the matter of economy as well 


as in the much-to-be desired prevention of 
smoke. It is not too much to expect that the 
extension of this principle to its practicabie 
limit will nearly double the working value of 
the solid fuel used in the production of steam, 
and increase by a large per cent even that of 
oil and gas for the evolution of motive power. 
No one can doubt that the plan, can be carried 
out more extensively and efficiently with tne 
stationary boiler than with the locomotive on 
account of the fact that every addition of parts 
increases the load that has to be drawn by the 
latter, and thus constitutes.a check on its 
value. The improvement carries with it at 
least a promise for the absolute suppression 
of the smoke nuisance in cities at no distant 
date. 


WHY TAMMANY WANTED THE FAIR IN 
1892, 

The Tammany organs like to speak of the 
World’s Fair as an “anachronism” and an 
attempt to celebrate in 1893 an anniversary 
which should have been celebrated in 1892. 
They say now, as they did in February, 1891, 
that if Congress had required the Exposition 
to be held in New York that city would have 
insisted on having if next year (1892), even 
though the General Government should have 
begged for a postponement, New York would 
have said in 1892 or never.“ 

No doubt of it. Tammany would have ve- 
toed a postponement. It wanted the Fair 
‘held next year in order that it might make it 
part of the machinery of its Presidential cam- 
paign. The Exposition would not have been 
a display of the products of agriculture, man- 
ufactures, and science. but of thé arts of po- 
litical intrigue and the sinuous methods of 
running a Presidential campaign. The money 
subscribed by citizens, or bonds issued by the 
city, would have been used for administra- 
tion expenses in booming the chances of a 
Democratic candidate. 

The Fair itself managed by ‘Tammany 
would have been a dismal, ghastly failure, the 
laughing-stock of Europe and the reproach of 
America. Run according to Tammany meth- 
ods for partisan purposes in a Presidential 
year it could not have been anything else. As 
a monumental failure it would have cast the 
million-dollar Grant monument which New 
York promised to erect into a deep shade. It 
would have been a fraud and an anachronistic 
one to boot. For a Columbian Fair begin- 
ning in the spring and ending in the fall of 
next year to celebrate the discovery of this 
American hemisphere would commence before 
Columbus left Spain and close before he got 
to America. It would commemorate nothing 
save his departure and an unfinished trip on 
the ocean. 

Nothing could be more meaningless and in- 
significant. The National Exposition to be 
held at Chicago will be opened formally the 
day when Columbus discovered América, 
That great anniversary will. be commem- 
orated by speeches, music, processions, and 
the attendanve of the dignitaries the New and 
Old World. And then, as it would be absurd 
to have a World’s Fair during the winter 
months of this climate, the curtain will fall on 
the first act to rise again in sprig, about that 
time in the year when Columbus returned to 
Spain and the discoveries he had made be- 
came knownto Europe. The great Fair of 
1893 will commemorate many events. If it 
were held a year earlier it would fall on a 
time barren of anniversaries. 

It is not, however, this alleged anachronism 
which disturbs the sensitive souls of the New- 
Yorkers. They show that they care nothing 
about historical accuracy. What worries Tam- 
many is that it has been deprived of a chance 
to do a great deal of picking and stealing and 
political fine work out of Fair funds, and of 
an opportunity to handle a corruption fund of 
millions which wonid have enabled the -Tam- 
manyites to catry the State of New York for 
their Presidential candidate. That is a double 
blow from which they cannot recover, and 
they never will fotgive Chicago for having 
come between them and their expected booty. 
And that is why they call Chicagoans an- 
achronists and other hard names. They think 
that a National Fair held out here in the Wild 
and Woolly West a year after the Presidential 
election without any politics in it is throwing 
away the best chances of a lifetime for boodle 
and partisan politics. 


BROKEN DOWN BY THE OFFICESEEKERS. 
It is stated that Supt. MeClaughry, who has 
been in office less than six months, is wora 
out and must have a rest to recover nerve 
strength. It is mot the faithful discharge of 
the legitimate duties of his office which has 
drained his steck of vitality, but the worri- 
ment of place-hunters. It is true that the 
Superintendent of Police occupies a position 
of great responsibility and that there is no 
hour of the day or night when some unexpect- 
ed matter may not come up which has to be 
dealt with at once. If life or property is en- 
dangered all look to him for prompt aid. 

But Maj. McClaughry has held a position 
which one might suppose was more trying to 
the nerves than his present one. He was for 
years Warden of the great Illinois Peniten- 
tiary. He had in his custody hundreds of des- 
perate men, many of whom would have taken 
his life in a minute without the least hesitation, 
could they have gained their liberty thereby. 
A Warden of 4 prison knows that he is sitting 
over @ powder magazine in some respects. 
Sich a sensation 1s hard on the nerves, but

charged man. The police being now managed 


on non-partisan principles, all sides crowd 


upon him fer favors. 

He who has never gone through it has no 
idea how exhausting it is to be compelled to 
be saying no ali the time; to be besieged 
from morning till night by applicants for 
favors or reinstatements, which it would be 
injurious to the service to grant, and to know 
that each refusal will make an enemy who 
will do all the mischief in his power at a 
future day; to be forced to give up hours of 
publie and private time to men who want 
places, not beeause of their fitmess, but be- 
Cause it will make an Alderman solid with 
some faction of his constituents; and to see 
plans of reform which he had hoped to carry 
out at once postponed indefinitely. These are 
the experiences which make the best of men 
sick of office, and leave them physically unfit 
for duty. 

When will a stop be put to this interference 
with the executive branch by office-beggers, 
especially the office-begging members of the 
Aldermame branch? It isn an evil which has 
infected the eatire system of government from 
top to bottom, from President and Congress- 
men downto Mayor or Chief of Police and 
Aldermen. Until it is rooted out neither 
national nor municipal authorities wili be able 
to discharge their duties as they ought and 
want 90. 


GRUMBLING ABOUT SKY-SCRAPERS. 

There is no let-up in the planning and con- 
struction of the steel and terra cotta build- 
ings, from sixteen to twenty stories in height, 
which are becoming such a notable feature of 
this city. They will continue to be put up as 
fast as the capital can be secured and satis- 
factory arrangements made with lot-owners. 

Each of these tall structures is eyed with 
great displeasure as it arises by the owners 
of the property just a little outside of what is 
known as the business district. They are 
fixed in the faith that every one of these 
sky-scrapers is so much money out of their 
pockets, and every now and then they talk of 
appealing to the Council to limit the height 
of buildings, and tell the Aldermen that if it 
were done the property of their constituents 
would rise in value. These men want to se- 
cure for themselves the high ground rents 
paid in the heart of the city, and they think 
they would have them if they could keep the 
First Ward from growing up into the air and 
becoming a collection of Towers of Babel. 

It is true that if there were no high buildings 
the business district would spread more rap- 
idly than it does. Some branches of trade 
might be forced over to the north side of the 
main river, or the west side of the South 
Branch, or farther down State street and Wa- 
bash avenue, It is quite possible also that the 
owners of the property thus occupied might 
get a little better rents than they do now. 
They never would receive, however, rents as 
good as those which will always be paid for 
certain specially favored locations in the pres- 
ent business district. 

But what little they might gain would be 
more than offset by the loss to the commu- 
nity generally. ‘nese high buildings show 
that people want to transact the general busi- 
ness of the city in the smallest possible space, 
because it can be done thus with the least loss 
oftime. That is why banks get near one an- 
other, why lawyers. cluster around the Court- 
House, and Board of Trade men want offices 
near the Board of Trade Building, and why 
wholesale grocers and wholesalers in other 
businesses tend to cluster together. 

So a small number of tall buildings instead 
of a larger numbeagof low ones spread over 
a greater area means—a good elevator service 
being understood—greater economy in the 
transaction of business. It is, indeed, not so 
much with the lofty construction of the pres- 
ent day that the owners of outside property 
snould find fault as with those improvements 
in elevators which have made sixteen-story 
buildings possible. If the use of elevators 
were forbidden buildings would not be more 
than four or five stories high and the business 
district would sprawl all over, to the great in- 
convenience of the people. 

If the only objection to tali buildings was 
that they kept the owners of certain property 
from getting higher rents no attention would 
be paid to it.

It is claimed that these — 
structures are unsanitary; that the only occu 
pants of them who can be certain of war 
health will be those occupying the upper 
stories; that the four or five lower ones will 
be so dark that it will be necessary to have 
artificial light at midday ; and that the health- 
giving sunlight and the air will be shut off. 
It is asserted that after afew buildings have 
been lifted up towards the clouds, their ob- 
scured and overshadowed neighbors will have 
to follow suit, and the streets will become 
narrow gorges between high walls of steel and 
stone. 

It is objected also that the excessive eoncen- 


tration of people within a small area will con- 


gest the streets so that it will be im possible to 
use them. It will be almost impossible to 
move around in the business district. Atten- 
tion is invited to the crowds that pour out of 
a structure like the Rookéry when working 
hours are o It mast be admitted also that 
the dangers of fire are intensified when it 
breaks out in one of these colossal edifices, 
crammed with inflammable material, much 
of it high up beyond the reach of the water 
thrown by the most powerful fite engines. 
Stress is laid also occasionally on the possibil- 
ity of a cyclone coming ahd hurling some of 
these aggregations of steel and terra cotta to 
the ground, ang doleful pictures are drawn of 
the consequences.

This is the plot in a nutshell: Guido Ferranti 
goes to Padua to assassinate the aged Duke, there- 
by avenging his father’s murder.

He is horrified 
In the moment that his own soul rises toward sal- 
vation to find the Duchess has com- 
mitted the very crime he contemplated. 
He rejects her with flerce scorn. She alarms the 
palace, assembles the inmates about the dead 
body of the Duke, and denounces Guido as the 
murderer. 

There are defects innumerable in the piece; but 
it must be measured by its virtues, which are noble. 
The language is often rich and truly poetical, 
and must be enjoyed even when itis descriptive, 
instead of dramatic, as it ought to be. The cli- 
maxes are never vulgarly theatrical, neither 
do they reach artistic finish, but 
they have strength and originality. 

There is a high vein of sentiment, and listening 
to the play one feels that one, while not entirely 

submitting to the spell of stage illusion. is 
_ yet being entertained by a man of genius. 

Oscar Wilde shows in more than one 

in this work that he was born to the pur- 
ple of poetry; it is a pity that he should ever have 
worn the motley. 

Mr. Creston Clarke was dignified and at times 
fiery as Guido. Much of the play was a 
dialogue between him and Miss Gale. It was 
to the advantage of both players that they could 
not be compared with more experienced artists in 
the same varts.

In 1871. or 
six years after the end of the war, the entire num- 
ber of pensioners was 207,495; twenty years later 
it is to be five times that number, so that it is 
likely to make diy the taxpayer who attempts 
to forecast what it will be a hundred or even 
twenty years hence. It might be thought that 
some of those who survived the war had since 
died, but, of course, none of them have, as there 
are probably now as many pensioners as there are 
survivors.

acoustic fans for the use of ladies have had at 
divers times a reputation more or less de- 
served. Finally the announcement was made 
a few days ago that a new acoustic cornet had 
been found which not only enabled the deaf 
to hear but — diminished and even con- 
uered deafness. 
7 In order to see that wonder, of which I had 
some doubt, I immediately went to Bourgla- 
Reine, to the Institution for Deaf Mutes kept 
by the Sisters of Calvary. With a fine archi- 
tectural appearance, in the midst of trees and 
flowers, that house seems the sweetest of nests 
for the pdor creatures who are sheltered there. 
In the little room in which I was received 
there were already several persons from dif- 
ferent places, and even from abroad, waiting 
to see the experiments directed by the in- 
ventor, Mgr. Verrier. Wearied by the suffer- 
and the isolation into which deaf-mute 
children were often plunged by their infirm- 
ity, desirous above ail to prepare some of 
them for their first communion, the 
yenerable prelate sought the shortest 
way to reach their hearts. He addressed 
himself to their ears, and after many 
attempts and much stumbling he s ed 
in producing that new cornet on which™he has 
taken out a patent. The apparatus is com- 
posed ot a large bell of enameled metal, 
united by a gutta percha tube about fifty 
centimeters in length toa little bone tube 
covered with gutta percha, which extends 
somewhat beyond it. The tube is covered 
outside by a light stuff intended to arrest all 
foreign vibrations. The little tube penetrates 
into the auditory passage and touches the 
tympanum. Thanks to this, not asound, not 
a breath is lost on the patient, and no mat- 
ter how little hearing remains to him 0 
perceives sounds and noises— that 
to say, vowels and consonants, and finally 
he even hears words. At least that was the 
theory which was explained by the pe poe 
who Assisted at the experiments, and of which 
Lam able, from having seen them, to state 
the results, A sister, holding the new cornet, 
placed the end of it in the ear of each individ- 
ual brought to her, and made him hear sev- 
eral phrases, without moving her lips, and 
aking in a low tone. The sound arrived 
ae rly, Without buzzing, without resonance, 
and with a remarkable intensity. (1 note, in 
assing, that the extremity of the tube could 
unscrewed and that each pupil had his 
own, a wise hygienic precaution. ) Afterward the 
sister took a little girl of the first year, placed 
the apparatus in her ear, pronounced at 
the other extremity, papa, mamma, tata, 
apap, appa, etc., which the child easily re- 
peated. She wasnot able to read the words 
on the lips of her teacher, because they were 
concealed by the bell, and, moreover, she 
looked timidly tu the ground. The assistants 
asked for several words. I proposed my 
name, knowing by experience thet, com posed 
of three syllabies, commencing with d, s, ch, 
itis very difficult to pronounce. This also 
discomposed the intelligent professor. 
Du, du, du, said the voice in the cor- 
net; the ct.ild repeated perfectly, sou 
sou. Here the pupil made a gesture of dis- 
couragement; se, se, repeated the teacher; 
that was heard and re ated; then sou, sou, 
was again tried; fina y the syllable was pro- 
nounced exactly the — way with chet. The 
sister pointed me out with a glance of the 
eye, and the child also said: Monsieur Dus- 
souchet. She had added the Monsieur her- 
self, spontaneous politeness having embel- 
lis her articulation. Evidently that 
child neither knew my name nor was able to 
read it on the lips of her teacher—then she 
had heard! Further, when she pronounced 
badly the teacher again made use of the cor- 
net, so that the deaf mute spoke by ear and 
corrected her own pronunciation. 

“Was that child absolutely deaf? I de- 
manded of r. Verrier. “The hundred 
pupils of this institution are deaf mutes and 
before commencing these experiments the de- 
gree of hearing was scrupulously noted and 
stated by = persons. As to the rest, 
wait; you will see more.” A pupil of the 
third year was called in her turn. saw for 
myself that she read upon the lips perfectly 
words like Lou speak well. The table is 
black,” etc. Then the appar«tus was — 
to her and the professor repeated several little 

. When she hesitated the bell placed 
fore her mouth gave her the proper sounds, 
and she corrected herself. That was not all. 
The sister repeated the same phrase, This is 
a beautiful day.“ in different tones, from the 
lowest to the highest, and the child responded 
like an echo with the exact intonations. 
Finally a fable was breathed into her ear by 
means of the cornet, which she repeated very 
prettily, taking the exact inflections of her 
teacher. In addition to all this the cornet 
exercises an unexpected influence on the 
hearing of the children; the obliterated sense 
seems to awaken in them after repeated ex- 
periments. It was a touching sight to see the 
poor girl, isolated, deaf, and silent in the 
midst of a crowd, respond to the appeal of 
the outside world, of which the voice had 
reached her for the first time.

RECIPROCAL TRADE RELATIONS, 


The Time for Discussing the Subject Near 
at Hand. 

OrrAwa, Ont., Sept. 24.—As the 12th of Oc- 
tober draws near, the date set apart tor the 
discussion of reciprocal trade relations between 
the United States and the Dcminion by Mr. 
Blaine and the Canadian Commissioners, the 
interest in the country at large is again 
excited as to the outcome of this 
vital question. The great mass of the people 
imperatively demand a loosening of the trade 
restrictions now fettering the growth of the 
nation. In fact, the maintenance in 

wer of the present administration depends 
ager upon the happy solution of this great 
and growing difficulty, as the Liberals stand 
ready to inaugurate a system of free trade 
with the neighboring Republic if they are ad- 
mitted to power. 

The government feels that something must 
be done in the direction of free trade with the 
United States, but, being hampered by the 
great manufacturers, or “‘combinesters,’’ as 
they are called, is hardly prepared to go to 
the same extent as its political rivals. It 
wants to revive the reciprocity treaty of 1854, 
and in spite of the coldness with which Mr. 
Blaine has hitherto rbeeived its advances it 
still hopes to effect some similar arrangement. 
The Commissioners from Canada will prob- 
ably be Sir John 1 Minister of Jus- 
tice and leader in the House of Commons; 
the Hon. George Foster. Finance Minister: 
and the Hon. Charles Tupper, Minister of 
Marine. , 

Sir Charles Tupper, who played such a 

rominent part in the negotiations so abrupt- 
y closed last spring, is not likely to form one 
of the Commissioners, as his election speeches 
were of so unfriendly a nature against the 
United States that hig presence in Washing- 
ton is not believed to be earnestly desired 
by either party. As before remarked, the 
Liberals are prepared to go to almost any ex- 
tent to secure the benefits of free trade with 
the United States, of course drawing the line 
at-annexation. The Conservatives wish to 
make some such arrangement as the follow- 
ing: 
First—A renewal of the treaty of 1854 with the 
modifications required by the altered circum- 
stances of countries and with extensions 
deemed by the commission to be in the interests of 
Canada and the United States. And that would 
be unlimited reciprocity in ali products. 

Second—Reconsideration of the treaty of 1888 
with respect to the Atlantic fisheries, with the 
aim of securing the free admission into the 
United States markets of Canadian fisheries prod- 
ucts in return for facilities to be granted to 
United States fishermen to buy bait and supplies 
and to transship cargoes in Canada, all such privi- 
leges to be mutual. 
urd Protection of mackerel and other fish- 
eries in the Atlantic Ocean and iu the inland 
waters. 

Fourth—Relation of seaboard coasting laws of 
the two countries. 

Fifth— Relation of the coasting laws of the coun- 
tries on the inland waters dividing Canada and 
the United States.

Although Egypt suffered through the social 
demoralization that prevailed under Ismail’s 
rule and the calamities of the Soudanese wars, 
yet under the firmness of the present rule 
there is absolute security. The service of Nile 
steamers has been extended and improved, 
and medical men of good repute and much ex- 
perience are to be found at all the health ta- 
tions, and the outdoor life can be enjoyed by 
the invalid without any serious drawback. 
The singularly dry and sunny climate permits 
of constant outdoor exercise. 

The idea that Egypt is rainless 1s wrong, for 
at Cairo rain falls in eight months out of the 
twelve. The temperature at Cairo for No- 
vember is 65°, January 55°, March 59°, and the 
daily range for these months is only 5°. With 
this freedom from rain there is an absence of 
mist, fog, and clouds, and strong winds are 
rare. The applicability of the yptian cli- 
mate to disease may be inferred from these 
characteristics. It suits cases of debility from 
overwork and cases of anw@mia owing to the 
abundant sunshine. Consumptive persons do 
well if the stage of the disease is early and the 
type quiet, and in most cases there is dimin- 
ished expectoration and signs of immediate 
improvement, but there is a belief that 
hemorrhagic cases do not do well. Great ad- 
vantage is also offered to persons of tubercular 
tendency who have not yet developed any phys- 
ical signs of the malady or to cases that are 
quiescent and unattended with fever, or if 
complicated with rheumatism or chronic 
pleurisy or vaoresolved pneumonia, the more 
especially since renal complications, heart dis- 
ease, and rheumatism are bars to high alti- 
tudes. There ws a belief that residence in 
Egypt precludes rheumatism, but it is an 
erroneous one, as this disease has always been 
known there, aud bones have been discovered 
which show clearly that they had been affected 
with the malady. When the English army oc- 
cupied Egypt in 1885 there were forty-two 
cases per 1,000 treated for this disease. Al 
though the climate is dry, the subsoil is satu- 
rated with infiltration fom the Nile, which 
floods the houses in winter and often 1s in 
communication with cesspools.

LATEST TESTS OF NAVAL GUNS. 


Satisfactory. Trials of the Four-Inch and 
Teu-Inch Guns, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 24.—The new 
four-inch rapid-firing gun for the navy, fitted 
with the Dashiel breech mechanism, was given 
a test for rapidity of fire at the naval ordnance 
proving ground at Indian Head yesterday. 
The service charge of brown powder was used 
and the gun was fired in salvos of five rounds 
each. The first five shots were fired in twenty- 
six seconds, the second five in twenty-two sec- 
onds, and the third five in seventeen seconds. 
This latter record is believed to be about 40 
per cent better than the best record made 
abroad witha gun of the same caliber. The 
Dashiel breech mechanism worked in an en- 
tirely satisfactory manner. At the same time 
the first of two ten- inen guns for the after tur- 
ret of the Monterey was tried on its mount, 
which is the first mount for aten-inch gun 
made according to the designs prepared by 
the Bureau of Ordnance. This mount is con- 
sidered a great improvement over the ten- inch 
mounts of the Miantonomoh, and it worked in 
a satisfactory manner. With slight modifica- 
tions it will be ready for service. This gun 
was fitted with the Dashiel breech mechanism 
for large guns, an improvement of the Canet 
system. Its work was also satisfactory. 
ArLAN TIC HionLAxps, Sept. 24.—Several of 
the new heavy steel mortars were tested on 
the Hook today, some being over forty tons in 
weight. The vibration was the heaviest ever 
felt here, many of the houses being shaken 
and no little alarm manifested among the in- 
habitants. Several panes of glass were 
broken and many articles upset. e pilot of 
the steamer Sandy Hook said thatone of the 
discharges shook the steamer from stem to 
stern and the pilot-house had all its windows 
lowered. The distance from here to the Hook 
1s over three miles, yet the shocks were felt 
clear down to Red Bank and Locust Point.

GENERAL REALTY OUTLOOK. 


Encouraging Reports from the Real-Estate 
Interests of Various Points. 

The general tone of the real estate market, 
as indicated by the reports from various cities 
throughout the country, shows signs of im- 
provement. There are few transactions of 
magnitude reported, but there is a fair de- 
mand for small investments and homes. In 
the West and Northwest the opinion is ex- 
pressed that a great revival of interest may be 
expected: Even at points where realty inter- 
ests have suffered most seriously an era of at 
least comparative prosperity is anticipated.

LEASED THE LEITER BUILDING, 


The Big State Street Block Secared by a 
Chicago Firm. 

The most important . business lease of the 
year, and, in fact, the most important lease 
ever negotiated in Chicago, was closed 
Wednesday evening. The property leased is 
the well-known Leiter Block and the lessee is 
the firm of Siegel, Cooper & Co, An an- 
nouncement of the probable agreement be- 
tween Mr. Leiter and this firm made by a 
morning paper during the previous week 
was more of a guess than a bit of real 
news. Up to the afternoon of Wednesday 
there was more than a possibility that an 
Eastern firm or a Scotch syndicate would be 
the tenant of the State street block. The pre- 
liminary negotiations with Siegel, Cooper & 
Co. were opened by R. E. Ismond of Van Vliss- 
ingen & Ismond about the first of the month. 
Soon afterward they were dropped, as it was 
thought that the differences of opinion be- 
tween the prospective lessor and leasees were 
too great. The dry-goods firm then began 
negotiations for extension of the leases at 
the old corner and for the erection 
of a buildmg upon the site of the 
block that was destroyed b fire. 
Trouble was encountered in maki . 
rangements and negotiations with Mr. Leiter 
were resumed. The terms of the lease by 
which the Leiter Block was secured have not 
been made public. The lease is made for ten 
years, with an option of extension for five 
years. The building has a fron of 402 
feet on State and 144 feet on Van Buren and 
Congress streets. It is eight stories high and, 
including a basement 174 feet, contains 
538,620 feet of floor space. It is said that the 
term rental for fifteen years 1s over $4,000,000. 
The lessees propose to establish one of the 
greatest department stores in the world.

This proceeding occasioned many lu- 
dicrous mistakes in public parks and streets, 
and the mtleman was requested 
by the erald’s College to re- 
move from his carriage the symbols 
he had erroneously adopted, but as he be- 
caine stubborn on the matter an official 
stop his equipage in Hyde Park during 
the fashionable hour, and with a brush heavy 
with paint erased the symbols. 

One of the most common and inexcusable 
errors of American ladies is their use of a 
crest. Crests were adopted as a ready means 
of distinguishing military leaders when en- 

aged in battle, and according to heraldic 
aws no lady is permitted to display one, and 
their use by a female is inexcusable and sig- 
nificant of a dire want of knowledge on her- 
aldic matters. . 

To use a coat-of-arms is to claim a descent 
from some person properly authorized to use 


it, and unless the pedigree can be proved there 
is no justifiable pretext for the use. It is as 
absurd to adopt one form of symbolic honors 
as another, and we might as well assume for 
ourselves all the titles in the peerage as to ap- 
propriate to ourselves the coat-of-arms of the 
peers, and a little resolution on the part of the 
leaders of society would soon lead to the sup- 
pression of this most giaring abuse, and ridi- 
cule would speedily overcome what serious ar- 
gument fails to accomplish.

The 
crest is of much later introduction than the 
armorial bearings of the field. It was used at 
first merely as a mark of distinction by the 
leaders of the battle; afterwards it was em- 
ployed by their followers as a badge, but in 
the course of time became generally attached 
to coat-armor with other decorations, such as 
helmet, mantling, motto, and supporters, 
which, by certain rules and the introduction 
of coronets, ete., mark the edignity of the 
bearer. 

The days of tournaments and of expedi- 
tions in search -of mythical monsters, en- 
chanted castles, captive maidens, or golden 
fleeces have happily passed away forever, and

Charming Location of the Blackhawk Club 
on the Island Made Famous by the Crafty 
Old Chief of the Sacs and Foxes—Bis- 
toric Ground Where Quaint Traditions 
Still Are Told—Lake-View and Its At- 
tractions for a Merry Party. 

Sixty years ago Mrs. Kinzie, the author of 
*Waubun,” Chicago’s first book of travel, 
on her way with a company Of pioneers from 
Chicago to Fort Winnebago, came to that 
beautiful expansion of Rock River called by 
the Indians Koshkonong, the lake we live 
on.“ Here the party halted at Man-Eater’s 
Village, “a collection of neat, bark wig- 
wams, with extensive flelds on each side of 
corn, beans, and squashes recently planted, 
but already giving promise of a fine crop.” A 
party of indians was engaged to take the 
travelers across the river some little distance 
above, and, paddling their canoes to the ap- 
pointed place, swam the horses across, carried 
the passengers over, and improvised from the 
canoes a pontoon bridge for the transporta- 
tion of the carriage. 

Beyond the river laya swampy tract of 
land, of whose dangers they were warned by 
their guides, The ladies of the party, seeing 
only low land covered with tall rushes, laughed 
at the discouraging representations, and the 
proposition to carry them, through on the 
shoulders of their escorts. Mme. Kinzie, 
however, with prudent forethought, removed 
her shoes and stockings, and from her elevated 
perch saw her companions vainly endeavoring 
to keep their feet from the mud and water 
through which their bearers floundered.

woes of that most romantic character in Wis- 
consin history—Black Hawk, the orator,

name. 

In 1832 this chief of the Sacs and Foxes, 
fleeing from the pursumg army under Gen. 
Atkinson, took refuge with his people on this 
island. The General sent exultant word to the 
rear that he had the enemy coruered, but 
he reckoned without his host. On further ex- 
amination he found the trail, but the bird had 
flown; and Ma-ka-tai-me-she-kia-kiah, tar on 


| his way to the Wisconsin River, sent back his 


laconic challenge, “If you want to fight us 
come on! 

It was not long before his civilized brother 
learned to appreciate the attractions that 
made Koshkonong so dear to the heart of the 
Indian, Its waters swarm with fish, its bor- 
ders of wild rice are alive with birds, and the 
fastidious canvas-back, tarrying at only two 
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heavy body had been drag 
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ful as that which pees the Indian vo r. 
Notouch of civilization intrudes. The low 
shores are banked with luxuriant masses of 
arrowhead; the dark, cool green of the leaves 
starred with white blossoms; above are the 
tall swaying stalks of wild rice supporti 
myriads of gluttoneus blackbirds; beyond, 
the interlacing boughs of willow,elm, ash, and 
swamp-maple make a green wall against the 
sky. There are islands of stalwart rushes and 
beds of creamy pond lilies, and the shallow 
reaches are white with tiny blossoms. 

The former Indian oceupancy has left its 
traces all along the shore. pines farin, on the 
west side, is said to be the site of an ancient 
village, presumably that of White Crow, the 
subtle, treacherous chief who aided Black 
Hawk in his most daring schemes while draw- 
ing rations for his tribe and professing un- 
wavering friendship for the whites.

Below is a smooth 
beach strewn with pebbles and tiny shelis, 
while the shattered remains of an ancient 
Mississippi steamer and the picturesque boat- 
houses give a maritime air to the scene. On 
the summit of the hill is located the Koshko- 
nong Hotel, a roomy, many-windowed hostel- 
ry well known to Chicago tourists. There are 
spacious verandas and a wide lawn dotted 
with trees. With its orchard and clover fields, 
its hammocks and boats, it is the paradise of

One Cause of South American Troubles. 

“ The cause of perpetual troubles in the govern- 
ments of South and Central America can easily be 
found,” said a Brazilian observer now in the 
city. In every one of the ten Republics, with 
perhaps a single exception, the President is prac- 
tically a dictator, though nominally controlled 
by the Constitution and held in check by the 
Congress; and it is from the exercise 
of the dictatorial powers of the Execu- 
tive that troubles arise. In Chile, for example, 
the President appoimts the intendents of prov- 
inces, the governors of departments, and other of- 
ficials; he controls the diplomatic business of the 

vernment. is commander of all the military 

orces, and, in fact, it is a dictatorship os he 
holds for the five years of his term of office. There 
is just about the same state things in Peru 
and in Argentina and in the lesser repub- 
lies. The Presidents can generally control 
the elections to Congress, dictate the ng of 
their own successors, and enforce their policy in 
every branch of the government. Only in Vene- 
zuela, which is perhaps the best governed countr 
in South America, has the authority of the Presi- 
dent been kept within proper constitutional 
limits. In Brazil, by the new constitution, the 
powers of ‘the President are 12 iously eireum- 
scribed, and I feel sure that Da Fonseca is not a 
ruler who will do anyth to ne r the peace 
and freedom of the republic.“ — New we Yor’ Sun,

Conkling's Disappointment. 
Conk was, he said, disappointed at the 
apathy pe. Sida friends of Grant from whom 
he expected support, and inveighed against 
them and their ingratitude for what Grant had 
done, and this the return for it, in his own 
old-fashioned way.

No Change of Opinion.

1868; that the party was so torn that he 
would enter the campaign, not as a conqueror

land, but as a gladiator from an arena where 
he had been tossed and tumbled by every Da- 
cian that could be thrown against him. That

The Letter to Don Cameron, 

He read the letter to Gon. Kane and myself. 
It was addressed to Senator Cameron, giving 
at length his reasons tor consenting to be a 
candidate for renomination, but saymg that if, 
in the opinion of Mr. Cameron and certain 
other friends, his nomination was unadvisable 
his name should be withdrawn. 

Without waiting our opinion he left the 
room with the letter to read it, I suppose, to 
Mrs. Grant. She spoke to me With knowledge 
of it later, but apart from the interest natural 
to her husband’s fortunes I recall no expres- 
sions of hers to show that her mind was not 
one with his own. This letter I took to Chi- 
cago and ‘gave to Col. Grant, who handed it to 
Senator Cameron. Cameron spoke to me 
about it and said he would make it a matter 
of conference. I remember this conversation 
because Cameron, in a bit of amusing invect- 
ive, spoke of his own old position as leading a 
convention fight without ever having a word 
with his chief. 

There have been,“ he said, a dozen Cab- 
inet offices pledged this morning for votes. If 
any one of our beys would piedge a postoffice 
it would cost him the friendship of Grant.“ 
Assuredly it would. In that, as in all mat 
ters, his honor was stainless and high. 

When the convention was over, remember- 
ing this letter, I asked the permission of 
Grant to print it. [ knew it would do so much 
to show the Nation the General in his true 
colors; that what ne had done was patriotic. 
Grant gave his consent. I saw Senator Cam- 
eron and asked him for it. He told me it had 
been given to Conklin, 

But Conkling Weuld Not. 

When Conkling came to New York I called 
and told him that Grant was willing to have 
his letter go to the Nation. Conkling said, 
with dramatic emphasis: I forbid the bans. 
Never with my consent. The letter should 
never have been written. It was meant to 
arrest-a movement the defeat of which has 
turned back the clock of history, turned it 
back as far as Waterloo.“ The Napoleon 
metaphor over again! “Then the friends of 
Grant were wiser than himself,’’ and so on 
and so on. I repeated Conkling’s objections 
to Grant, and with a quiet smile the General 
said: Well, if it will please Roscoe, let the 
matter drop.“ 

I have always regretted that I did not re- 
tain a copy of this letter, as Grant would have 
most readily permitted, I was earnest with 
Conkling in my opinion N by publication 
was due to Grant, and if 1 had had a copy 
would have printed it. The matter, however, 
rested, The impression mace upon me by 
Conkling’s objections was that he meant to 
revive the third term movement at the close 
of the Garfield administration, and nothing 
He may have had 
other and deeper feelings. 

When Badeau’s book came 
press, containing, as it did, the narra- 
tive above quoted, Mr. Thorndyke 
Rice, the late editor of ‘the North 
American Review, asked me to write 
the story as I remembered it. I assented, 
saying, however, that I must have the letter. 
Nearly eight years had passed since it had 
been written. I wrote Conkling, asking for 
it, a few weeks before he died. His answer 
showed that in 1888 he was as much opposed 
to the publication as he had been in 1880. I 
havo never been able to explain this re- 
luctance except upon the theory that, as a 
political purpose, the third term should have

‘a silent page in history, and that he -did not 


care to appear as having the entire resporsi- 

bility of an enterprise which Grant had really 

accepted as against his better judgment. 
Grant's Feelings. 

The relations between .Grant and Conkling 
were never disturbed by the third-term faii- 
ure. Even if,as Gen. Badeau intimates, he 
had his own thoughts as to the wisdom of the 
movement, he never expressed them— 
rather held in tender ard those who fol- 
lowed the movement. But with the excep- 
tions of Mr. Williams and Mr. Robeson, who 
had been in his Cabinet, I never heard Grant 
express any especial resentment toward those 
who opposed it, and toward Robeson and 
Willams he feit as if he had been wounded by 
members of his family. 

A story which came to him from Hartford, 
to the effect that the late Governor, Marshall 
Jewell, ou on terms of political and al- 
most personal alienation with him, had de- 
clined to enter the convention as a Blaine 
delegate because he would not vote against a 
chief in whose Cabinet he had sat, touched 
him keenly, and was a step toward a reconcili- 
ation between two men who had so much in 
common in the courtesy, chivalry, and courage 
of their character. 

The Chief Justice story, so far as it con- 
cerned Conkling, Grant told me, but would 
not consent to my 118 it while Waite 
was alive, ashe did not want Waite to feel 
that the office had gone hawking around be- 
fore it reached him. When Chase died,” 
said Grant, my thoughts went to 
Conkling. told Mrs. Grant, and 
she was enthusiastic over it. I 
did not mean to make the nomination until 
the fall for some reason, and kept my pur- 
eg to myself. In the meantime Conkling 

ad arranged an Adirondacks fishing summer 
party, and I feared if I would go people would 
say when I named Conkling that it was the 
result of asummer’s junketing. So I made 
an excuse and sent a regret. When Congress 
was about to assemble I wrote Conkling a 
formal tender of the place, and was never 
more surprised, never mere at sea, than when 
he declined. Ithink I should owe him a 
grudge for that refusal. It brought me 
many troubles. 8 said political ambi- 
tion was behind it. This was not so. When 
I saw Conkling he explained that his poverty, 
not his will, prevented his taking a place 
worthy of the highest ambition.“
